NO DOOR OPEN 
TO CHINESE 


Lapse of Exclusion Treaty 
Won’t Allow Them to 
Enter. 


Washington, Apri] 9.—-In the cabinet 
meeting and in a conference directly be 
tween the executive heads of the depart- 
ments the whole subject of the status 
of the Chinese immigration question as 
it qi be after the lapse of the existing 
treaty hag been thoroughly digested and 
ft can be stated that tne administration 
feels that it has ample warrant for con- 
tinuing to enforce the rigid provisions of 
the Chinese exclusion act of !892 regard- 
less of the denunciation of the treaty. 

So far from opening the door to Chi- 
mese immigration, the lapse of the treaty 
will, it is said, actually render the en- 
trance of Chinese into this country more 


-G@ifficult than while the treaty remained 


fn force. The fact has been pointed out 
to the Chinese government by Minister 
Conger who has not yet abandoned the 
effect to induce the Chinese to reconsider 
their denunciation. However, it is pos- 
itively stated that the exclusion laws will 
continue to be enforced after December 
mext whether the treaty expires or not. 
Attorney General Knox has under con- 
gideration the validity of the exclusion 
law of 1902, in view of the denunciation 
of the treaty, and he will prepare and 
gubmit to the president an opinion on the

subject. Both the president and the at- 
torney general have discussed the. mat- 
ter with members of congress. 
ing considered carefully, ‘too, by the 
leaders of both branches of congress, and 
if it be deemed necessary some legisla- 
tive action will be taken on it before 
adjournment. If it should be concluded 
the denunciation of the treaty by China 
would render in operation existing laws 
regarding Chinese exclusion, the probable 
course of action will be to attach to one 
of the pending appropriation bills an 
amendment enforcing the exclusion of 
Chinése, 

Members of congress generally are 
agreed that no difficulty will be expe- 
rienced in passing the legislation if it 
should ‘be regarded necessary.

WILL BE MAIN. FEATURE 


All the Watione of the World Will 
Send Warships to Hampton 
Roads To Take Part in 
the Great Celebration. 


By Jos: Ohl. 
‘Washington, April 9.—(Special.)—Deep 
interest is sure to be mantfested through- 
Out the entire south in the exposition to 
be held at Hampton Roads, Va., com- 
memorative of the three hundredth anné- 
versary of the first permanent English 
settiement in America, that on James- 
town island. While this exposition will 
bear),.the technical name of the James- 
town Tercentenary and Naval and Marine 
®xhibitton, it will doubtless be a fig- 
ure in the popular mind as the James- 
town Exposition, just as we had the At- 
lanta Exposition, which was technically 
known as the Cotton States and Inter- 


|. national, and as we are all talking of the 


St. Loulg Dxposition, when its official 
cognomen is the Louisiana Purchase. 

This Jamestown exposition will com- 
memorate the birth of the nation, just 
as the Philadelphia centennial commem- 
crated the birth of the government. But 
the Jamestown exposition will differ from 
any of Hs predecessors, not less in the 
vast importance of the event that it will 
celebrates than in the unique manner of 
the célebration. 

Naval and Marine Show. 

As the name implies, one of the great 
features of the exposition. will be a great 
naval and marine exhibition, This will, 
indeed, be the predominating feature of 
the exposition. The exposition of indus- 
trial arts will not be forgotten, though. 
All of the best that is at St. Louis will 
be there, and all the progress made dur- 
ing the years that shall pass between 
the two expositions will be represented 
at Hampton Roads in 1907. And in addi- 
tion to that will be the naval and marine 
exhibition. This is a unique feature and 
one that promises to be the greatest 
drawing card in the history of exposi- 
tions. It hag never been adopted before, 
Decause the locations of all the exposi- 
tions that will have passed into history 
by 1907 have not been such that it could 
be, But not so at Jamestown. There is 
Hampton Roads, where, it is the proud 
boast of the Virginians, the navies of 
the world, and its commerce, could ride 
in safety. And here the president of the 
United States will invite the navies and 
the merchant marine of the world to 
rendezvous during the exposition. 

Already assurances aré being received 
that the nations will respond most liber- 
ally to the invitation. Chairman Tawney, 
of the house cOmmittee on = industrial 
arts and expositions, said at the recent 
hearing that he had discussed the mat- 
ter with representatives of foreign gov- 
ernments, and with men who had trav- 
eled abroad in the interest of the St. 
Louis Exposition, and that he had been 
assured that the foreign nations would 
be more than glad to furnish a great 
naval and marine display for the expo- 
sition. 


Nations in Rivalry. 

It is probable that there will be a good 
bit of rivalry between the nations as to 
which ean make the best showing, and 
the result will be the most spectacular 
and magnificent concourse of fighting 
craft and merchant marine that has 


F ever gathered In any waters anywhere. 


The great majority of the people of the 
United States are land lubbers, and the 
opportunity to see such an imposing dis- 
play of naval and marine architecture 
will doubtless appeal to them as nothing 
else would, and thousands would journey 
to see it who would never go to see an 
industrial exhibit. There will be a great 
central basin, made by placing an arti- 
ficial island out in the Roads and con- 
necting it with the mainiand with two 
@uitable pier sort of structures. This great 
basin will be the great feature of the 
land art of the exposition, and here will 
be held boat races and many ottiér water 
sports that will excite international !n- 
terest. Then there will be automobrie 
races on Virginia Beach, and a thou- 
eand of other things that wilf command 
universal interest. Another imteresting 
feature of the exposition will be the eon- 
struction of thousands of small house 
boats, so that the people who may de- 
sire it may spend their nights upon the 
waters of Hampton Roads and get full 
benefit of its breezes. In short, the de- 
tails of the marine and naval display 
are being worked out in @ way that every 
foot of the historic waters of Hampton 
Roads will be utilized to add magnifi- 
cence and novelty to the spectacle the ex- 
position will present. 
What It Will Commemorate. 

The exposition will also differ from all 
of its predecssors in the nature of the 
event it commemorates. It is probably 
not going too far to say that @ was 
the most momentous event in the his- 
tory of the American comtinent, except, 
perhaps, the discovery of Columbus, The 
Eden of American life, the generals of 
American civilization, Jamestown stand; 
prominent among the red letter dates of 
the history of America. All the events 
that have followed are but the aftermath 
of this one grent event. Virginia has been 
the hot bed of American expansion, and 
General 'Lee declares that there was not a 
foot of land annexed to the government in 
all the long period between the founding 
of tthe government and the opening of the 
eivil war, but that the leading part in 
the proceedings was taken by native 
porn Virginians.

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Real Estate Market in Birmingham Is Sluggish--De- 
mand for Pig Continues Steady--Corporations 
May Consolidate. 


IRMINGHAM, April 
PR, correspondence —The real estate 


market in this city has been more 
Quiet this week than for several weeks 
past, and rea] estate agents account for it 
in severa] ways. All, however, think that 
it ig the spring lull which comes every 
year about thig time, just before a boom. 

Some think that the presidential year 
has much to do with tthe falling off of 
sales, and that investors are right now 
timid about investing and are waiting to 
see what the line of presidential candi- 
dates will be. Others think that the con- 
solidation of the three large coal, iron 
and furnace companies of the district is 
a certainty, and that such a consolidation 
will have a depressing effect on all the 
real estate in the district, as Well as 
all the smaller industries now depending 
on the large corporations in the consoli- 
dation deal, for supplies. 

Notwithstanding iron is steadily ad- 
vancing, which is the basis of Birming- 
ham’s prosperity, and there is continued 
activity at the various furnaces in the 
district, business in real estate ig lag- 
ging. Sellers and buyers are hard to get 
together, sellers holding stiff with confi- 
dence in the future, and buyers shy off 
expecting a drop. 

It is notable, however, that When 4 
piece is offered for sale a little below the 
market, it is soon taken up. 

The. farming interests of the state are 
well under way, corn planting hag be- 
come general all over the state and the 
planters are only walting for the warm 
days to plant the biggest crop of cotton 
in the state's history. 

Progressive Anniston. 

Anniston, one of the most p ssive 
cities in east Alabama, is on tif¢é up- 
grade, and hag recently increased the cap- 
ital stock of the ‘Woodstock cotton \mills 
from $100,000 to $250,000. This increase, 
it is said, insures a corresponding in- 
crease inthe capacity of the mills and 
the addition of a textile manufacturing 
department. This is one of three mills 
built in Annistor during the year 190], 
and has had remarkable sl cess. 

The Weller rolling mill and forge com- 
pany, at Anniston, is in full blast mak- 
ing railroad spikes, and it is claimed 
to be the first railroad spike mill eStab- 
lished in the gouth, and Is it expected the 
industry will grow into large propor- 
tions. 

A very large timber deal has been 
made at Selma to Pensacola parties, the 
deal comprising 7,320 acres of land in 
Perry county and about seven miles north 
of Marion. The sum paid for the tim- 
ber rights alone amounted to $55,000, 
and a large saw mill will be erected at 
once on the nearest point to the Mobile 
and Ohio railroad, and from the saw mill 
& number of roads will be bullt into the 
heart of the timber section. 

Railroad building is not as brisk as 
was @xpected, but the lines projected are 
all being pushed to completion. 

L. & N. Extension. 

The Louisville and Nashville is push- 

Ing the work on its Altoona branch tv 


west of the tunnel. The tunnel has heen 
excavated 600 feet from the eastern side, 
and is 2,300 feet in solid rock, which 
is an enormous undertaking, and will not 
be completed before next fall. When the 
road is finished to the tunnel it Is ex- 
pected transfer systems will be adopted 
until the tunnel is finished. The piles for 
the approaches of the pridge over Wills 
creek are being driven, and soon the 
bridge can be used and then tiles and 
ralls can be delivered on tne exten- 
"ie coal fields in and around Altoona 
are being opened up rapidly, and the 
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nearly ready to deliver a thousand tons 
of «oal per day. 

The new town of Altoona is growing 
rapidly, and the trade from that 
tion will be of great benefit to Gadsden 
and Attalia. 

The coal output promises to be larger 
than ever before by the addition of new 
mines being opened up with new and im- 
proved machinery at all of the old minea. 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Com- 
pany has introduced coal eutting ma- 
chines in their No. 2 mines at Pratt 
City, which are worked exclusively by 
convict labor leased from the various 
counties of the state. Five of these 
machines are operated by 
dynamo being placed inside the mines 
near the boilers. It is stated that three 
men are required for each of these ma- 
chines and that they can cut 200 by 6 
feet daily. After the coal {3°cut a “blast- 
er’ comes along and shoots the coal down 
and this is followed by the “loaders” 
who load the coal and get it out. It is 
claimed that the capacity of the machines 
is 200 tons day, Which wil] bring 
about a large increase in the production. 
About 200 convicts are emplboyed in mine 
No. 2 and a recent inspection ordered 
by the governor shows it to be in first 
class condition. 

Mills Firing Up. 

Seven open hearth furnaces ofthe Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Company at Ens- 
ley are now in full operation, and it 1s 
stated by officials of the company that 
the entire plant will be in operation by 
the Ist of May. New men are Deing se- 
cured every day, and it is believed a 
full force will be had by that time. The 
Alabama Steel Wire Company’s rod mill 
at Ensley was expected to go into opera- 
tion this week, but some hitch in the 
agreement between the Tennessee com- 
pany and the wire mill company in ref- 
erence to the supply of water has de- 
layed the matter, and may do so for some 
time yet, though the rod mill company 
say that the mills will be put to work re- 
gardless of the water question On next 
Monday. The announcement that the mill 
will be opewtated soon gives the Enslky 
people great encouragement and trade is 
good. 

Canning Factories Needed. 

The fruit crop and early garden truck 
Was not. injured the cold snap, 
and these promise to be large. The straw- 
berry crop which was thought to be in- 
jured proves to be untrue, and the Cull- 
man and Fruit Hurst colonies are look- 
ing for the greatest trade in years.

FARMERS OF COUNTRY 


ARE ITS 


CAPITALISTS 


—Jecretary Wilson 


Head of the Agricultural Department Gives Figures 
To Show That Tillers of the Soil Are Not Poor. 
Versatility of Wilson. 


Special Correspondence. 


Washington, Aprf! 8—Calling on Sec- 
cetary Wilson vesterday I asked some 
questions on capital and labor from the 
standpoint of the farmer. My Interview 
Was held at the department of agricul- 
ture during the busiest hour of the day, 
and the secretary answered my questions 
between jobs. As he did so I was sur- 
prised at his versatility. He is like 
Napoleon in that he can do four things 
at a time and do them well. His mind 
gfeemed to jump at a second’s notice from 
the pasture lands of Dan to the grain 
fields of Beersheba, and when it landed 
it was all there. Now the question was 
the appointment of a man to investigate 
crop conditions in the Philippines, now 
the arrangement of the new agricultural 
building to be put up at a cost of sev- 
éral million dollars, and now the impor- 
tation of a bug to wipe out the San 
Jose scale and make our orchardists 
rich. At the same time great bunches 
of letters were brought in and the sec- 
retary read each one as he aigned it. 

The Farmer and the Trusts. 


I started out with: 

“Mr. Secretary, you work as though 
you had your coat off, you claim to be 
the representative of the man with His 
coat off: I want to know what you 
. think of that man in his relation to our 
hig combinations of capital?” 

“The only man with his coat off whom 
J know is the farmer,”’ replied Secretary 
Wilson. ‘‘Wity the ordinary laborer I 
have nothing to do. The fatTmer is & 
‘big enough proposition for us here. we 
are working for him and although w®6 
look over the fence now and then at 
the struggles of labor and capital we 
keep on our way saying nothing as to 
anything else, but steadily eawing wood.’ 

“Rut. Mr. Secretary, adapt my ques- 
tions to the farmers. What do ther 
think of the gigantic trusts which, like 
Jonah’s gourd, have sprung up in a 
night?’ 

“They are anxious about them,” re 
plied the secretary, “but it is from an | 
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Investment standpoint. They want to 
know whether they have a substantial 
basis, how they are operated, what busi- 
ness they are doing and whether they 
will: keep on paying dividends. The farm- 
ers are interested jn the new department 
of commerce and labor and especially in 
its bureau of corporations. If that 
bureau can give them as satisfactory 
information about the trusts as the treas- 
uTy doés about our national banks there 
will be no difficulty in their getting a 
fair share of the farmer’s money.’”’ 


Our Farmer Capitalists. 


“But, Mr. Secretary, I thought the far- 
mer posed as a poor man. He is a chron- 
ic whiner, a constant complainer, and he 
always makes a poor mouth?’ 

“That may have been so some years 
ago,’ replied Secretary Wilson. “It is 
not so now. You can’t whine on a full 
stomach, full barns and a full pocket- 
book. That is the condition of the far- 
mer today. He is growing rich. He has 
become a creditor instead of a debtor. 
He is a capitalist hunting places to in- 
vest his surplus. He hag had good crops 
and good prices, and today his deposits 
are rolling in like a golden tida] wave, 
flooding the western banks with more 
money than they can handle. The local 
banks are sending thelr millions to the 
east, and New York is taking what they 
cannot lend out in the west. The far- 
mers, not Satisfied with American invest- 
ments, are sending millions into Canada 
to buy lands there, and stil) they have 
money left. Indeed, what they want most 
is a safe place to put their surplus where 


it will bring them a fair rate of interest,” 


“What do you mean by a fair rate, Mr. 
Secretary?’ [ asked. 

“Oh, about 5 per cent,’’ replied Mr. 
Wilson. ‘‘That fs the best you can ex- 
pect of money now.” 

“Why don’t they take up their mort- 
gages,’’ said I. “Not long ago it was said 
that the whole United States west of the 
Missouri was practically owned by the 
savings banks of New England.” 

‘That is not so now,’ replied Secreta- 
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SECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE WILSON. 
Quotes Some Astonishing Figures to Show the Economic Position 
of the American Farmers, Who Want to Own the Trusts. 
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ry Wilson. ‘““Those mortgages have been 
paid long ago, and vast sums hve been 
spent in improving the farms. There are 
mortgages still, it is true, but they have 
been given by the sons of the farmers, 
who are now buying farms of their own.” 
Farm Lands as an Investment. 


“Do you consider farm lands a good in- 
vestment, Mr. Secretary?’’ 

“I do at the present prices,” was the 
reply. “Investments differ according to 
localities, but any farm that will now 
produce enough to carry itself, that Is, 
to pay its taxes and a low rate of inter- 
est, is a good purchase. Our public lands 
have been largely taken up. We are 
rapidly increasing in population and the 
domestic market steadily grows. We are 
now the greatest manufacturing nation 
on the globe, and the domestic market of 
the future is beyond conception, As to 
the foreign market, it will always take 
what we cannot use ourselves. We are 
farming better every day, amd the bust- 
ness of farming will be more profitable 
as time goes on. We have some of the 
best food lands on the globe, and are 
just beginning to appreciate what they 
will prodtce.”’ 

Thirty-three Dollars Every Second. 

“Have you any idea,” said Secretary 
Wilson as he turned to his desk, picked 
up a pencil and made some figures on @ 
slip of paper. “Have you any idea of 
the money Uncle Sam’s farmer capitalists 
bring into this country every year? The 
steel trust, the shipbuilding trust, and 
all the other trusts are peanut stands in 
comparison with it. I don’t mean what 
our farmers sell at home, but what they 
sell abroad. The amount ig so enormous 
you cannot comprehend it.

more than $700,000,000 a year. In 190! 
our farm exports amounted to more than 
$900,000,000, or almost $3,000,000 for 
every working day of the year. That 
means $125,000 an hour, $2,000 a minute 
Or $33 per second. Every time the watch 
ticked on every one of the days through- 
out that working year $33 worth of our 
goods were dropped into the lap of 
Murope and three $!0 gold pieces started 
on their way back to the United States. 

“That was in 1901,’ Secretary Wtilson 
continued. ‘‘Last year our exports wers 
almost as large, and so it is going on 
year after year. You may talk about 
your great combinations of capital, your 
gigantic monopolies and enormous trusts, 
but, after all, Uncle Sam's most profit- 
able asset is the American farmer.”’ 

A Business Which Deals in Billions. 

“Give me some of the items of this 
business of the farmers’ trust, Mr. 
Eecretary,’’ said I. 

“The farmers are not a trust,” said 
Secretary Wilson, “‘and to give all the 
details of their enormous business would 
require too much space. Still I can give 
you some of the items. Take cotton, for 
instance. We got high prices for that 
last year. Our exports amounted to 
about 12,000,000 pounds: a day, not in- 
cluding Sundays, and our receipts were 
about $1,000,000 a day, or a gross amount 
of $317,000,000 per year. This was all 
cold, clean money brought into the coun- 
try for stuff sold abroad. ° 

“Our grain exports were $600,000 a 
day. We sert 204,000,000 bushels of 
wheat and almost half of that went in 
the shape of flour. We exported $!78,000,- 
000 worth of meat and enough beef and 
pork to have given every man, woman 
and child of the whole world one-half 
pound and enough additional to have 
made a mess of hash for every one of 
them the next day. Those fig@res show 
you something of our agricultural in- 
terests. The American farmer is the 
backbone of the country. He is the big- 
gest institution in it.” 

What Makes Uncle Sam Rich. 

“But last year and the year before have 
been the exceptions, Mr. Secretary. The 
crops have been much better than ever 
before.’’ 

“That is true to a minor extent,” = 
plied Secretary Wilson. ‘But for year! 
the farmer has been bringing over for- 
eign gold from Europe, Australia and 
Asia to even up our losses in other 
branches of trade. In the last thirteen 
years our average excess of exports 
over imports amounted to about $275,- 
000,000 per year, and during that time 
the annual balance of such trade in favor 
of the farmer was $337,000,000, that Is, 
the farmer had not only to give the bal- 
ance of trade in our favor, but he had to 
pay $62,000,000 in the shape of an ad- 
verse balance to other imports. In the 
last fourteen years the farmers’ balance 
of trade amounted to almost five billion 
doliars. It was endugh to pay all the 
losses of our other foreign business and 
to put $4,000,000,000 {in round numbers, 
to the eredit of the nation. Those figures 
give you some idea where this wonderful 
wave of prosperity which has been sweep- 
ing over the country comes from."’ 

Farming as a Business. 

“Then, I suppose that farming, as a 
business, has begun to pay.” 

‘Tt has always paid,’’ replied Secre- 
tary Willson, ‘‘when managed in a busi- 
néeass-like Manner. But the day has passed 
when you can take it up as a makeshift. 
The man who would make money in 
farming today must Know his farm and 
how to farm it. He must Know the na- 
ture of foods, and fertilizers. He must 
understand the markets and bring the 
eame business judgment to bear that is 
necessary to the success of other Dusi- 
nesses, Above all the farmer must keep 
up to the times and farm actentifically, 
for jt is only in that way that he can 
get the most out of his land. 


Wo Farmers’ Trust. 


“Will we ever have a great farmers’ 
trust, which will corner the market, raise 
prices and fight the other combinations 
of capital?’’ 

“T don’t think such a thing possible,’ 
repned Secretary Wilson. This ts a big 
country and farming is a big business. 
All the world is more or less engaged in 
it and you can't control elements like 
that. Besides each farmer is independent 
of the other, and while all have to a 
large extent commoOn Interests they are 
somewhat antagonistic to One another. 
I think the farmers might be united in 
Opposition to anything vitaily against the 
interests of all, Dut that matter settled 
they would as before act as individuals.” 

The Question of Farm Labor. 

“But, Mr. Secretary, how about labor 
matters? I should think you would have 
trouble to get men to work on the farms. 
I understand that most of the farm boys 
are going to the cities.” 

“That was so for a time, but more 
now remain upon the farms. We have 
had q great immigration of farm laborers 
and we have. been steadily making in-

PLACES BLAME 
ON ALBERT KELStY 


Mayor Howell Sends Spicy Let- 
ter To Hon, David R, Francis, 


Refers to Demand for $1,000 Fee by 
Mr. Kéisey and Says Opinion 
Prevails That He Is Re- 
sponsible for Failure 
of Plans. 


By far the most interesting letter that 
has yet been sent to St. Louis regarding 
the Atlanta building in the Model City of 
the Louisiana Purchase exposition was 
dictated yesterday morning by Mayor 
Howell after he had held conferences 
with those who-are interested with the 


city in the proposed building. The letter 


is directed to President David R. Fran- 
cis, of the exposition company. 

Mayor Howell says the feeling in At- 
lanta is that Albert Kelsey, the architect 
for the exposition company, is responsi- 
ble for the tangled condition of affairs 
connected with the Atlanta building, and 


he adds that the people believe the crisis 
would never have occurred if Kelsey had 
been paid the $1,000 which he demanded 
of Atlanta. 

The letter also states the belief that 
both sides in the matter have been de- 
ceived, but it does not state by whom. 

Yesterday afternoon Mayor Howell re- 
plied to the last telegram of President 
Francis. This telegram suggested that 
P. Thornton Marye, the architect for 
the Atlanta building, visit St. Louis for 
the purpose of conferring with the expo- 
sition guthorities and Mr. Kelsey. Mayor 
Howell replied as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., April 9, 1904.—Hon. Da- 
vid R. Francis, President Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition, St. Louis, Mo.—Your 
telegram received last night. Mr. Marye 
will not be able to meet you Monday. 
Have written fully. 

“EVAN P. HOWELL, Mayor.” 

The letter referred to by Mayor Howell 
is one he dictated yesterday morning. 
‘With it he sent cdpies of the entire cor- 
respondence that has passed between 
himself, Mr. Marye and the exposition 
officidls, This is the same correspon- 
dence that was read during the last ses- 
sion of council and which was mentioned 
in The Constitution on the following 
day. 

Letter of Mayor Howell. 

The letter of Mayor Howell to Presi- 
dent Francis is as follows: 

‘Hon. David R. Francis, President 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, St. Louis, 
Mo.—My Dear Sir: Your telegram re- 
ceived last night. 

“IT have had a conference with the 
parties interested with the city of At- 
lanta in this building and find that they 
are not inclined to have further confer- 
ences On the subject. 

“I send you by this mail a complete 
copy of the correspondence between the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition and the 
parties here on the subject matter of the 
model] station at the world’s fair. It is 
just as I submitted it to the general 
eouncil at its last session. 

“You will find in it, near the close, a 
Statement from Captain J. W. English 
and Mr. Marye relative to the changes 
you: proposed to make in the plans. They 
tell me that they are not willing to make 
any of the changes as suggested in these 
plans. 

“All the parties here are inclined to 
stand on the contract as previously made, 
They are willing, however, in the event 
you should build this building in accord- 
ance with the previous plans agreed upon, 
to let the exposition have what space we 
do not absolutely need, 

“IT am sure that there is no chance to 
make any other arrangement. 

‘There is a feeling here that Mr. Kel- 
sey’s action has brought about the pres- 
ent crisis in this matter, and that if we 
had paid him the $1,000 he demanded 
it would not have occurred. 

“IT am satisfied that you want to do 
‘what is right and I think that all our 
people believe that you, as well as our- 
selves, have been deceived in this matter. 
Yours very truly, 

“EVAN P. HOWELL Mayor.” 

The circumstance regarding the demand 
of Kelsey was known at the time he 
made it to those Atlantans who are in- 
terested in the Atlanta building. He an- 
nounced that he desired being associated 
with Mr. Marye In the erection of the 
Atlanta building and would accept 10 
per cent of the cost of the stricture as 
his fee. The 10-per cent would have 
made his fea $1,000. He is said to have 
intimated to the Atlantans with whom 
he spoke when he visited here that the 
exposition company expected him to sup- 
plement his salary in that manner. 

Mr. Kelsey was told that Atlanta would 
not pay him anything and that he would 
have to look elsewhere for his money. 

This action of Mr. Kelsey was charac- 
terized during a speech in open council 
as ‘“‘graft,’”’ and from the statement in 
the letter of Mayor Howell it appears he 
‘elieves the prevailing opinion is that Mr. 
‘Kelsey has prevented the construction 
of the Atlanta building in the Model City. 

The reply of President Francis to the 
latest communication of Mayor ‘Howell 
will be awaited with much interest.

Tuscaloosa, Ala., April 9.—(Special.)— 
Durmg the Hobson-Bankhead campaign 
throughout the sixth congressional dis- 
trict, Tuscaloosa, from the beginning of 
the campaign, has been in the midst of 
the fray, as both candidates making the 
towns along the railroads always wind up 
with a day or two to be spenc .n Tusca- 
loosa “mingling among their friends.” 
The people of this section have always 
held the reputation of belng a very con- 
servative people. There is no doub¢ but 
that Tuscaloosa is a Bankhead county, 
and conservative men who have for years 
judged county elections estimate that it 
will give Bankhead a majority of 1,000, 
though Mr. Hobson's following are claim- 
ing the county by a large majority. & 


North Carolina Has Good Season. 


Raleigh, N C., April 9.—(Special.)—J. 
Van Lmdley, the president of the North 
Carolina Horticultural Association and 
the largest fruit grower in the state, re- 
ports that eo far the prospects for a 
good fruit crop in North Carolina were 
never better.

and their names published they would 
not only their employment, but 
would be blacklisted For this reason the 
entire prosecution collapsed, and the mat- 
ter has become a subject of ridicule. <A 
number of persons who have been in 
hiding for some days have reappeared, 
and the law and order soctety has re- 
celved quite a back-set by reason of the 
compromise.

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LUMPKIN STOPS 
CONTEMPT CASE 


Judge Ormond and Not Chief 
Dall Defendant Now 


Justice Must Show Cause Why He 
Should Not Be Enjoined from 
Trying Chief on Contempt 
Charge—Sequel to Hard- 
ing Case. 


« 
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Chief of Police John W. Ball was not 
tried yesterday afternoon on the charge 
of contempt of the court of Justice Wal- 
ter Ormond. A writ of prohibition, is- 
sued by Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of the 
superior court, postponed the contempt 
proceedings indefinitely. 

The trial of Chief Ball in Justice Or- 
mond’s court was set for 3:30 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and a few hours 
before that time a petition was pre- 
sented to Judge Lumpkin by City Attor- 
ney Mayson and Assistant City Attorney 
Hill alleging that Justice Ormond was 
about to wilfully exceed his authority 
and subject Chief Ball to an illegal hu- 
miliation. 

Upon this petition Judge: Lumpkin Is- 
sued a writ of prohibition requiring Jus- 
tice Ormond to show cause in the su- 
perior court at 3.30 o'clock in the after- 
noon of April 2! why he should not be 
permanently prohibited from trying the 
chief on the charge of contempt of court. 

The petition, a long and voluminous 
document, took up the history of the now 
famous case of Harding, otherwise Ray, 
‘otherwise Blazer, otherwise Davis, who 
recently figured in such a complication 
of legal proceedings while passing 
through Atlanta en route to Cincinnati, 
Ohio, in the custody of Detective Dan 
Callihan, of the Ohio city police force. 

It was felated in the petition that 
Harding, or “Hardin,’’ as he is called in 
the petition, sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus while being confined over night 
in the Atlanta police station, the con- 
finement being a matter of courtesy to 
the brother officer from Cincinnatl. 

“ It was further related. that Judge A. 
E. Calhoun, before whom the habeas 
corpus proceedings were heard, released 
Harding, and that he was said to have 
been arrested by Deputy Sheriff Jones, 
of Fulton county, on a ‘warrant issued by 
Justice Ormond. Chief Ball denied ever 
having seen the warrant or being under 
any moral obligations to serve it. The 
prisoner, so far as he, Chief Ball, knew, 
according to the petition, belonged as a 
matter o¢ right and law to Detective 
Callahan, of Cincinnati. 

‘thief Ball’s Defense. 

The petition then said: 

“Your petitioner further shows that the 
said alleged warrant (meaning the war- 
rant issued by Justice Ormond) is a ruse 
by the attorneys of Hardin to defeat the 
execution of extradition papers, and he 
charges that said Ormond knew, or knew 
the facts which would lead him to know, 
that such was the case, because said al- 
leged warrant was sworn out by W. H. 
Withers, an attorney at law, who was 
present and aided in the defense of said 
Hardin before Judge Calhoun and said 
attorney would not have sworn out a 
warrant for his client except to defeat 
extradition papers.”’ 

It is then alleged that Chief Ball was 
guilty of no direspect or contempt of 
Justice Ormond’s court in returning the 
prisoner to Detective Caiahan, 

“Your petitioner further shows,” the 
petition says, ‘“‘in view of the announced 
determination. of said Ormond to send 
him to jail, that it would be unjust, un- 
fair and illegal. to stand a mock trial 
and humiliate him with such a trial be- 
fore the said justice.’’ 

The petition closes with a prayer for 
the writ of prohibition, which was issued 
by Judge Lumpkin, 

A reporter of The Constitution called at 
the office of Justice Ormond during the 
afternoon and found several attorneys 
there discussing the writ of prohibition 
with the justice. The reporter asked Jus- 
tice Ormond if he cared to discuss the 
matter for publication. 

“I want to say in the first place,’ he 
replied, “that the statement that I said 
I intended putting Chief Bal] in jail was 
all bosh. What I did say, to him and 
to newspaper reporters, was that if I 
found him guilty of being in contempt of 
my court I would send him to jail. I 
couldn’t have tried the case in advance 
and would not have been fool enough. to 
make the statement credited to me. Chief 
Ball may have a good defense, and I 
hope he has. 

? Talked to the Chief. 

“IT have had two conversations with 
him in regard to this matter. One was 
before he had released the prisoner and 
the other after that had taken place. 
There conversations were heid over the 
telephone, Chief Ball called me up and 
said that Harding had been arrested by 
a deputy sheriff on a warrant issued 
by me. He gaid he didn’t want to be 
in contempt of my court, but that he 
would like to turn the prisoner over to 
the Cincinnati officer. I replied that he 
could not do that unti] the warrant I had 
issued had been disposed of by a com- 
petent court and that if he released the 
prisoner before that had beeh done he 
certainly would be in contempt and liable 
to a rule for that offense. I advised him 
to confer with the city attorney before 
taking any step and told him if I issued 
a Tule and found him guilty of contempt 
I would gend him to jail. 

“Later we had another conversation 
&’nd he told me he had turned the pris- 
Ooner over to the Cincinnati officer. I 
asked him if he had conferred with the 
city attorney and he answered that he 
had not, but had acted on his own au- 
thorit~ I then determined to proceed 
against him to show that my court could 
not.be trifled with in that way. 

“Now, ak to the statement in the pe- 
tition sworn to by Chief Ball that ? 
knew the warrant issued by me was ap- 
plied for merely to defeat extradition 
pepers, I want to most emphatically deny 
that. He says that the attorney who 
swore out the warrant was present and 
aided in tne defense of Harding before 
Judge Calhoun. I knew nothing about 
that and so far as I know now the appli- 
cation for the warrant was made in the 
utmost good faith. I am sure it was so 
issued. 

“In fact. it was another motive for my 
wishing to prosecute this contempt charge 
to show my entire good faith in the 
matter. What I did was done bona fide 
and I intended to etand by it.”

New York, April 9.—James W. Good- 
man, machinist, was arrested here today 
charged with making threats against the 
life of William C. Greene, president of 
the Greene Consolidated Coppet Compa- 
ny When Goodman was arrigned in 
police court, Mr. Greene testified that 
Goodman lay in wait outside his 
(Greene's) house today, and that Good- 
man came up to him and said: 

“You're the man I’m laying for. 
I am going to kill you!” 

Mr. Greene said that Goodman leaned 
against him and he felt a revolver in 
Goodman's pocket. Goodman followed 
him to his office and Mr. Greene had him 
arrested. According to the police two 
revolvers were found in Goodman's pock- 
ete, 

Goodman has been in the city since 
last September, and was understood to be 
heré representing a mining company at 
Sonora, Mexico. 

Attempt to Kill. 

The charge of felonious assault with 
attempt to kill was made when Goodman 
was arraigned in court, and he was held 
in $5,000 bail for examination on Mon- 
day It was alleged that there had been

some differences between Greene and 
Goodman on a mining deal. Goodman 
met Greene today near Broadway and 
Seventy-second street, and it is charged 
threatened to kill him, but Greene told 
him to come down to his office and mat- 
ters could be satisfactorily settled. After 
getting in the office it is charged Good- 
man said to Greene: 

“I want that $500,000 that is due mea 
in that mining deal. I demand a set- 
tlement.”’ 

As if to emphasize his words, it is 
further alleged, Goodman drew a re- 
volver and pointed it at Greene. 

Mr. Greene excused himself, and hur- 
ried to the police station. Goodman was 
taken into the Tombs court and ar- 
ruigned.

The defendant asked for a postpone- 
ment, and the magistrate, turning to 
Greene, asked: ‘Do you think this man 
could furnish $1,500 bail?’ 

MiNionaire Involved. 

Mr. Greene r@lied significantly: 

“The man who I think put him up to 
the shooting might get bonds for that 
amount. He might get bonds for mil- 
lions as easily as one thousand.”’ 

Goodman was then held in $5,000 ba!! 
for examination on Monday afternoon. 
He was taken to the Tombs and locke 
up. Mr. Greene after the case had been 
disposed of, made the following state- 
ment: 

“IT did not know this man until three 
weeks ago, when he called at my office 
and said there wefe 5,000 shares of the 
Yaqui Copper Company due him. I went 
to the office of the Yaqui company and 
arranged with the president and secre- 
tary of the company so that Goodman 
would receive all that was due him. In 
a few days Goodman called and refused 
to sign the receipt for the stock, so ha 
did not get it 

“Then Goodman told me he was em- 
ployed by the Minas Peritas Gold and 
Silver Mining Company ot Sonora, Mex., 
of which John W. Gates and his assoc!- 
ates are the owners.”’ 

Goodman absolutely refused to talk.

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FLAYED

New York Congressman Denoun- 


ces President for His He- 
cent Pension Order 


USURPATION OF POWER 
CHARGED TO EXECUTIVE 


Amid a Storm of Applause Cockran 
Calls on Members to Assert 
Their Hights and to Resist 
the Aggressions of the 
Executive. 


Washington, April 9.—In the house to- 
@ay Mr. Cockran, of New York, spoke 
on his wesolution directing an inquiry by 
the judiciary committee as to whether 
there was authority in the law for the 
recent executive order relating to pen- 
gions of age disability. The committee 
on rules reported an order directing the 
order to lia on the table. 

Mr. Cockran’s remarks were the 
he had delivered since his entry into the 
fifty-eighth congress as the successor to 
George B. McClellan. When he began 
speaking he was warmly applauded, and 
he at once commanded the close atten- 


first 


tion of members of both sides of the 
house. 

He said the resolution was offered sole- 
ly to vindicate the dignity of the house. 
He did not, he said, question the pro- 
priety of paying liberal pensions to fed- 
eral soldiers, but he declared that the 
basis of these payments should be the 
laws of congress, “and not any self- 
constituted authority.”’ If, he said, the 
president's order recognized by the 
house, “‘what fragment of power’ is there 
left to the house?’ By one stroke of the 
pen, he declared, the president had ap- 
propriated $30,000,000, and he said it 
was a matter with which congress must 
deal if it has any regard for its own 
powers, or if it be animated by a shadow 
of loyalty for the constitution which 
created it. He vigorously asserted that 
‘‘we are here at the parting of the 
ways,” and inquired “if this order be 
tolerated without protest by tne house, 
what power is there that the executive 
cannot usurp? What fragment of control 
over the country’s purse? Continuing, he 
said that ‘‘this pretense of interpretation 
of the law is but a hollow mockery and a 
play of words,”’ and added ‘‘it is known

order itself.’’ 
Power Usurped by Roosevalt. 

After attacking what he declared to 
be the president’s usurpation of powers 
of interpretation, he said that the order 
should not be retroactive. Mr. Cockran 
appealed to members of both sides of the 
house to consider the enormity of this 
proposal which he said affected the lib- 
erty and safety of the government, in 
his opinion, the steady decline in the 
dignity of the house had attracted much 
attention. In sarcastic vein he declared 
that the president allowed congress the 
privilege of declaring war, and he was 
loudly applauded by the democrats when 
he added: ‘“‘But the president makes war 
when he chooses to.” If this condition 
was hopeless, he said, amid more demo- 
cratic applause, “if we cannot rescué 
ourselves from the degradation and de- 
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crepitude into which we seem to be 
hurrying, then we better leave the con- 
dition to be lamented rather than to be 
discussed.”’ 

Tears, he said, belonged to women, 
while discussion belonged to me. The 
dignity and power of the house, he main- 
tained, were within the control of its 
own members, “and,” he sald, “it needs 
but loyalty on our part to restore us not 
merely to an important, but to a dom- 
inant position,’’ 

The congress, he said, had so lost oaste 
that today there was not a paper out- 
side of Washington that gave more than 
one or two paragraphs about its proceed- 
ings. In stentorian tone he demanded to 
know “why has this decline come upon 
us. Why has this decrepitude over- 
taken us?’’ 

Continuing, he inquired tf it was poss!i- 
ble that the house must confess now that 
its last entrenchment has been made 
‘‘by a subordinate exeoutive officef,”’ and 
said that the contempt which had been 
extended to the house and the violation of 
its rights constituted a measure of re- 
spect, attention and submission vwahich it 
deserved. Amid an outburst of demo- 
cratic applause he declared that when 
the house shall stand on its rights, ‘the 
greater /will be the security of liberty 
and the wider the progress of humanity.” 


Members Are Flayed. 

He then flayed the members for per- 
mitting the senate to grow up at the 
expense of the house by persistently as- 
serting its rights. He charged that the 
house had been remiss in its duty in not 
asserting, its rights. He received vigor- 
ous applause from both sides of the 
chamber when he declared, notwithstand- 
ing Speaker Cannon’s utterance that 
public opinion must come to the rescue 
of congress, ‘“‘the public opinion of the 
I'nited States is here. We are its agents, 
its creation.”” Raising his voice to a 
high pitch, he sald that the house “‘is 
the sancturvy of our constitutional people. 
We are the priests tg whom it is en- 
trusted, and you, sir (pointing his finger 
at the speaker), are the high priest, re- 
sponsible for the method in which tuis 
trust shall be discharged.” 

He referred to attempts made in Eng- 
lang to usurp the legislative authority, 
and declared that the president’s order 
was a usurpation of power, “‘not by ap- 
propriation, but by interpretation,’’ which 
he attributed to the “pusillanimous fase 
ure of congress to do its duty to itself. 
Congress had control of the purse, and if 
it would exercise that control every 
privilege that belonged to It will come 
back. He dwelt at length on the iIn- 
alienable right of the house to originate 
revenue bi:ls, and urged the members t@¢ 
assert that richt. He attacked the rules 
of the house and said that if the members 
were not to be trusted, “‘‘we ought to 
be abolished.’’ He also spoke of the sys- 
tem in vogue tn introducing bills and peti- 
tions by ‘silently dropping them Into .u¢@ 
basket as if,’ he said, “‘you were per- 
forming an act of doubtful propriety to 
be carried on surreptitiously.’’ He further 
attacked the rules of the house, which, he 
said, forced members to rise and discuss 
questions having no reference to the bill 
under consideration, ‘‘thus reducing tne 
whole proceeding to tne level of opera 
bouffe. Reverting to the president’s order, 
Mr. Cockran itended that the secre- 
tary of the interior justified the action 
upon the precedent of President Cleve- 
land.

Revival of Business. 
Continued revival in business will re- 
sult in the withdrawal of many of the 
people's funds from the banks and trust 
companies with which they have been de- 
posited, either to use in enlarging pri- 
vate enterprises or to put into high grade 
securities which yield a moderate return 
on the investment. Already there is evi- 
dence of a moderate demand for good 
bonds and preferred stocks. It was 
stimulated by the action of the United 
States Steel directors in continuing the 
regular dividend on the preferred stock 
and by a better quarterly statement of 
earnings tham had been expected. While 
the January Steel showing was bad, dur- 
ing February and March business braced 
up very greatly, so that the earnings were 
much better than the reports sent out 
from Pittsburg Indicated.

Carl Hardy, electrical engineer at the 
government naval yards at Portsmouth, 
Va., and formerly of Rome, Ga., is a 
visitor in the city.

Negro. Shot by Officer 
While Evading 
Arrest. 


While evading arrest last night short- 
ly before 10 o'clock at the corner of Pe- 
ters and West Fair streets, Walter 
Franklin, a negro employee of the T. 8. 
Lewis cracker factory, shot twice at Po- 
liceman W. E. Englett and was himeelf 
shot at twice by the officer, one of the 
bullets taking effect and passing through 
the left arm just below the shoulder. 
Neither of the bullets intended for the 
policeman struck their mark. 

The street was thronged with people 
at the time and the shooting created in- 
tense excitement, causing a great crowd 
to quickly gather about the scene. So far 
as was learned last night, no one besides 
the negro was injured by the flying mis- 
sles of lead. 

Policemen Englett and J. BE. Hudson, 
who are partners on that section of Pe- 
ters street, were trying to arrest Frank- 
lin and another negro for fighting at 
the time of the trouble. During the ex- 
citement the second negro made his es- 
cape, Franklin was drinking and for 
some reason became involved in a diffi- 
culty with the other negro and threw a 
glass at him. 

Franklin was locked in the police station 
on the charge of assault with intent to 
murder, Dr. Wilkins, sixth ward city 
physician, was summoned and dressed 
the wound on the negro’s arm. 

Franklin was arrested with two other 
negroes some time ago by Policeman 
Englett on the charge of stabbing an- 
other negro, for which offense Franklin 
was sentenced to serve thirty days in 
the city stockade. The officer believes 
that the negro shot at him for revenge.

INLAND FIGHT 


Mikado's Forces, Having Crossed 
Yalu, Are Advancing on 
Russian Positions, 


JAPANESE FORCE READY 
10 FLANK THEIR FOES 


Russians Are Entrenching and Ex- 
hibit Great Uneasiness Lest They 
Be Caught Between Two Fires. 
General Battle Seems to Be 
Imminent. 


Speciai Cable. 
HE FOO, April 9—A great 
land engamement between the 
Russians and Japanese seems 
to be assured at an early date. 
The Japanese have already crossed 


the Yalu river in force at several 


points and are steadily advancing on 
the positions held by the Russians. 
The Russian outposts are retiring 
as the Japanese advance and are be- 
ing concentrated near Antung, where, 
it is expected, the first stand will be 
made by the forces of the czar. 


GENERAL KUROPATKIN 
COMMANDING IN PERSON. 


According to reports which reach 
here General Kuropatkin is personally 


superintending the Russian plan of 
campaign. He is hurrying every avail- 
able man in the direction of Antung 
and all naturally strong positions ar 
being further strengthened by the En- 
gineer Corps. 

The Russians are paying special at- 
tention to the defenses of Niuchwang, 
as it is expected that the Japanese will 
attempt to take the town. 

MUCH UNEASINESS 
SHOWN BY RUSSIANS. 

“There is said to be much uneasiness 
among Russian officers in r€gard to 
the Japanese force reported to have 
been landed on the Liao Tung penin- 
sula, 

The Japanese have masked their 
movements so closely that the Rus- 
sians have no definite news as to the 
whereabouts of the force on the Liao- 
Tung peninsula. 

This force is a distinct menace to 
the Russians as it threatens their 
flank and also their line of retreat if 
they are defeated in the first great 
land battle. 

The Russians claim that they have 
about 400,000 men of al! arms in Man- 
churia, but thousands of the men in- 
cluded in this estimate are not effec- 
tive. 


BELIEVED THAT JAPANESE 
WILL TRY FLANK MOVEMENT 

St. Petersburg, April 9.—5:25 p. m.—The 
best informed military circles no longer 
anticipate a Japanese landing at the head 
of the Liao-Tung gulf. They helieve the 
Japanese have missed their opportiinity, 
the Russians being now too strong. A 
Russian officer, who accompanied the Jap- 
anese armies during the war with China. 
sald: 

“T witnessed the Japanese landine at 
Wei-H2'-Wei. It Was excellently per- 
formed, but there were no enemy to 
offer resistance, the Chinese having fled. 
Vet ft required four days to disembark 
21.000 men. If the Japanese attempt to 
land anywhere within striking distan-e 
of Niuchwang. we can easily concentrate 
a force to oppose them faster than they 
can disembark ” 

The opinion now ‘is that the Japanese 
will trv the flanking movement froin 
Tafuy-Shan, wert of An-Tung, at the 
head of the gulf of Korea, in connec- 
tion with their advance on the Yalu 
river, but the authoritfes make no dis- 
play of nervousness. manifesting the: ut- 
most confidence in the plan of campaign 
marked out by General Kvropatkin. 


JAPAN ORDERS TWO SHIPS 
STRONGEST EVER BUILT. 

‘London, April 9.—The two new battle 
ships ordered in England by Japan will 
be exceedingly powerful, their length. 
445 feet. exceeding that of the most pow- 
erful battle ships by 20 feet. Their main 
batteries, {t is sald, will ha-¢he most 
powerful vet devised. The armored belt 
at the water line will be 9 Inchee thick 
with 6-inch armor continuing to the level 
of the deck. A new feature will be a 
superstructure of 4-inch armor, {nsvr- 
ing that no part of the uppér works wil! 
be ftinprotected. | 

Formal orders for these battle ships 
were placed by the Japanese with Vick- 
ers, Maxim & Armstrong on January 30. 
They are to have a #ee4 of 19 knots 
and will be able to discharge eleven ton» 
of porjectiles per minute fromMtheir main 
batteries. 


BUSINESS WITH ORIENT 
STIMULATED BY WAR. 
Seattle, Wash., April 9.—That the war 
In the Orient has had a stimulating ef- 
fect on various kinds of trade in the 
Pacific northwest becomes apparent a3 
statistics of Japanese purchases here 
come to light.

Cooking a Fowl. 


The only way in which a fowl is usually 
made tender enough to eat is to cut it 
up and cook as fricassee, roast chicken 
being considered possible only when one 
wishes to pay the extra price for young 
birds.

NOAH’S ARK HAS A RIVAL 
IN SHIP FOR WORLD'S FAIR 


T LOUIS, April 9.—(Special.)— 
S Noah's ark has a modern rival in 

the steamship Belgravia, which has 
just landed in New York with a cargo 
of wild animals for the world’s fair. It 
is the largest collection of animals load- 
ed on any craft since Noah took his col- 
lection two by two-into the ark. 

The Belgravia’s animal cargo is val- 
ued at $500,000. It comprises beasts and 
birds from every continent and tmcludes 
speciments from evéry clime, There are 
polar bears from the Arctic, horses from 
the temperate zones, and lions, tigers, 
elephants, monkeys and many other 
beasts from the tropics. 

The animals ¢ar outnumbered the pas- 
sengers aboard the Belgravia, This mot- 
ley collection of creatures of the forests 
and plains make a most interesting List 
of world’s fair attractions. There were 
55! animals on this ship, among them be- 
ing eighty horses, thirty-nine ponies, sixty 
elephants, fifty-four camels, twenty mon- 
keys, two horse antelopes, two lions, two 
zebus, two zebras, two, horse zebras, 
four black panthers, two wild boars, three 
educated pigs, three vicunas, two giant 
horned goats, three samdur deer, four fat- 
tail sheep, five leopards, three chutahs, 
four black panthers, two tigers, nine po- 
lar bears, three giraffes, two llamas, 
three pumas, one water buffalo, two 
Striped hyenas, three horned yaks, two 
wart hogs, one sacred bull, one baby ele- 
phant, one baby hippopotamus, one rhi- 
nocerous, forty-five monkeys, seven chim- 
panzees, eight baboons, sixteen assorted 
snakes, one boa constrictor, one python, 
twenty-eight serpents and vipers, twelve 
educated geese, thirty-five trained doves, 
a collection of cranes, storks, pheasants 
and birds of many kinds and many ani- 
mals not enumerated in the above lst. 

Among the giraffes is a $10,000 beauty, 
that being its cash value, The elephants 
and camels will be used On the Pike at 
the fair, and many of the other beasts 
and birds will be exhibited at the fair. 

These animals were shipped from Ham. 
burg for New York. They were accom- 
panied by more than a hundred attend- 
ants. The polar bear had to be fed on 
fish and oils, the giraffes on leaves and 
gtasses, the elephants, camels and horses 
required hay, while the lions, tigers, hy- 
enas, leopards and other carniverous an- 
imals had to have fresh meat. Live food 
was given to the snakes and various 
Kinds of food to the many varieties of 
birGs,

I#uisiana, the original Louisiana ‘jpur- 
chase state, the seat of successive Span- 
ish, French and American governments, 
land of romance, home of quaint Creole 
customs and curiously blended nationai- 
ities, is installing in the palace of agricul- 
ture at the world’s fair a display whicn 
serves to show how diversified are the 
products of, her soil and how nearly uni- 
versal are the agricultural resources of 
the United States. 

If yOu want to see King Cotton upon 
his throne, visit the Louisiana section. 
If you want to find American grown 
rice of superior quality, see Louisiana, at 
you care to taste the sweets of a wealth 
of sugar produced in North America, see 
Louisiana. Jf your fancy runs to fine 
tobacco, inspect the Louisiana product. 
Of if you would behold the silkmaking 
industry transplanted from Italy to 
American soil, see the Louisiana cocoons 
industriously at work. 

in the Louisiana section is a sweet 
potato weighing !i25 pounds and meas- 
uring 4 feet in length. It would feed a 
Brigham Young family. Other enormous 
potatoes, yams and similar vefetabiles are 
there in great array. 

In Louisiana grows the mammotn 
peanut, five times as large as the or- 
dinary ‘“‘goober’ of the street stand. 
Jars of these big peanuts stand side by 
side, with jars of the mammoth pecan, 
big as @ walnut, 

One of the features of the display is a 
statue of King Cotton, 25 feet tall, made 
entirely of cotton. Another statue, in 
cotton, is that of a Louisiana darkey, ot 
the type that works in the cotton fields. 
This darkey is white except as to his 
face, which is dyed the proper hue, 

Still another statue is that of 
Louisiana. She is-a sweet lar.,, being 
made altogether of sugar. She stands 
nearly 5 feet tall, just the accepted size 
for the model female figure, and is the 
product of a sculptor who knows the 
proper proportions. 

A considerab:e section is devoted to 
rice. There is a rice mill, ware house ana 
train, a pumping plant, rice cultivators, 
threshers and plows. 

Evolution of Ocean Craft. 

Models of five vessels, one sailing ship, 
three types of steamships and a monster 
steam dredge form part of the exhibit 
made by the United States war depart- 
ment at the world’s fair. 

The dredge, which will be used to dig 
the Ambrose channel, is constructed on 
the line of a steamship, and is 288 feet 
long. It is of the twin-screw type, but

The other models are to be used at 
the world’s fair to demonstrate the ne- 
cessity for deepening the channel? enter- 
ing the port of New York. The full 
rigged model shows the type of a vessel 
used in !800. It had a depth of but 
11 feet, and could safely pass into the 
harbor at all times. Another model 
shows the Britannia, the first § side- 
wheeler to cross to this port from Eng- 
land 

The next model is that of the Borus- 
sia, built In 1857, which drew 16 feet of 
water and gould enter the port only at 
high water.” Three years later, when the 
Arizona, the first of the big ocean grey- 
hounds, was built, the government un- 
dertook to deepen the appreaches to New 
York, and in |(884 the excavating of the 
channels began. The Arizona drew 22 
feet of water, and the channel was made 
30 feet deep, but a model of the new 
vessel, Oceanic, shows eWen the 30 feet 
channel to be inadequate for the ac- 
commodation of the large ocean craft.

Sharp Engagement in German 
West Attica

German Troops Lost Five Officers 
and Twenty-eight Privates in 
Fight at Oksharui — The 
Natives Tried to Turn 
Flank, 


Berlin, April 9.—Special dispatches to 
The Lokal Anzeiger from a correspond- 
ent in German Southwest Africa de- 
scribes the encounter of Major Von 
Glasenaph’s column and a force of He- 
reros at Oksharul, on April 2, while the 
German column was on the way to 
Oniatu. The road traverses thorn thick- 
ets. 

Early in the morning the Hereros at- 
tempted to cut off the rear guard of 
Major Glasenaph’s force, consisting of 
Fisher’s company, which was numerous, 
well asmed and partly mounted. 

The enemy opened a vigorous fire, but 
was repulsed after a fight lasting three 
and a half hours, the rear guard having 
been reinforced by Count Brockdorff’s 
company, and First Lieutenant Mann- 
shold’s artillery. The enemy was pur- 
sued for an hour, but escaped, leaving 
fifty-two dead. 

German Loss Heavy. 

In the meantime the head of the col- 
umn under Lieber had a sharp fight 
lasting an hour. The German losses were 
Lieutenant Noerr, four petty officers and 
twenty-eight privates killed, and Lieu- 
tenant Hildebrand, four petty officers 
and eleven men wounded. The artillery 
action was brilliant. The Germans suf- 
fered from want of serviceable horses, 
having only twenty-one animals capable 
of scouting. The enemy withdrew in a 
hortheasterly direction. Major Von 
Glasenaph martned on April .3 on Otil- 
kuara, intending to make an attack. 

An official account of the engagement 
with the riereros says ninety-two of the 
enemy’s dead were counted. 


The Japanese Soldier’s Rations. 


(From The London Truth.) 

The other day I spoke of rice and dried 
fish being the uniform food of the Japan- 
ese army in campaigning times. This is 
the way in which the rice is cooked: It 
is boiled until quite thick and glutinous. 
Next it is placed on a ceramic slab, rolled 
out and cut into squares. The squares 
are then placed’in the sun to dry and 
often turned. When hard as sea biscuit 
and greatly reduced in weight they can 
be stored. A certain number are allowed 
each day to the soldier. All he has to 
do is to break up a square in boiling 
water and to add the’ dried fish. In a 
few minutes he has what seems to him 
a delicious thick soup. If he cannot pro- 
cure boiling water he simply eats his rice 
cake dry. In the fruit season he sule 
stitutes fruit when he can obtain it for 
the fish. The Japanese soldier, M. Pichon 
tells me, has muscles like whipcord, js 
a sure shot, has an eye for landmarks 
and a memory for locality. He. ean do 
with three hours’ sleep out of the twen- 
ty-four, is cleanly, attends to sanitarv 
instructions, is ardently patriotic, holds 
his life cheap and runs up hills like a 
goat. He costs the state about 4d 
a day and thinks himself well off. pai:

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HAMILTON WRIGHT M-ABIE. 


By Harriet W. Lynch. 

Atlanta will be honored this week with 
the presence of a man whose place in the 
world of letters {is not as yet finally de- 
cided, but who, {n years to come, will no 
doubt receive his rank as critic with 
Herder, of Germany; Maithew Arnold, of 
England, and America’s own beloved 
Ralph Waldo Emerson. 

Mabie’s work is highly significant of 
his philosophy. He believes the mission 
of the great critic is to give us not 
Only an estimate of a man’s work, but 
to show us his soul expressed through 
his work. This from the first has been 
hig literary mecca, and whether he is 
dealing with the delicacy and beauty of 
placid Greek art or with the warm spon- 
tanelty of Hebrew genius, he is constant- 
ly looking for “the cry of the human 
soul.””’ In his broad treatment of litera- 
ture Mr. Mable shows a rare insight in 
discovering that unity which exists in 
the literatures of all countries and con- 
temporaneous times, and with a master 
pen he unifies what seems the discordant 
and apposing elements. He never sepa- 
rates art from life, hence that delicate, 
evanescent, calming quality which dis- 
tinguishes all his work, s 

That a man expresses his personalty 
through his work is a strong tenet of 
Mabie’s philosophy. His high ideal of 
art ie that it should be the largest and 
most complete expression of one‘s essen- 


tial character. ‘‘Personality is the divin- 
est thing in the world because it is the 
only creative thing,’’ said Mr, Mabie, and 
his own writings bear the impress of a 
personality of unusual] richness. It would 
be difficult to find, among the messages 
of the eminent modern critics, anything 
finer or more unique than the chapters 
‘Personality in Literature” and “The 
Spiritua] Element in Literature,”’ included 
in his volume, ‘‘Short Studies.’’ There is 
a poise, a balance, a symmetry in Mabie’s 
writings which set him apart from other 
critics. One reads him and feels that 
he issnever hurried, but like the immortal] 
Goethe, “works without haste, without 
rest.’’ Here we are not conscious of any 
struggle for mastery; his art is the rich 
overfiow of a broau and deep eurture, 

A certain paragraph expresses inter- 
estingly Mr. Mabie’s belief along the line 
of a distinct and separate personality. He 
says: “A man must stand’ solidly on 
his own feet before he can deal intelli- 
gently with nature or with God; he must 
realize his own nature both in its capac- 
ity and its responsibility. When a man 
comes to understand that he is a dis- 
tinct creation, neither entangled in na- 
ture after the manner of some of the 
older Orientals, nor absorbed in God af- 
ter the manner of the Hindus, he takes 
his place as a sovereign power in the 
world neither the creature of matter nor 
the phantom of deity. 

Mr. Mabie is an optimist in the fullest 
sense of the term, and is so by right of 
acquisition. His range of study and ob- 


servation is such as to give him a broad 
outlook on life in all its varied aspects, 
and his mental attitude is ‘‘without pre- 
judice.”’ There is that atmosphere of the 
scholor pervading Mr. Mabie’s work which 
might seem to éxclude an interest in the 
claims of the common life, Not so, how- 
ever, for his interests are inclusive—the 
education of the masses, the maintenance 
of great charities, the training of the lit- 
tle child, all these have practical support 
from this man of versatile mind. There 
are a few rare souls on whom the world 
can bestow no higher title than that of 
teacher. Mr. Mabie, imparting his mes- 
sage through his -books, his magazine 
work and from the lecture platform, is 
one of those of whom we love to speak as 

‘a born teacher.’’ <oncerning his views 
of culture (a word fraught with large 
meaning in ‘his vocabulary), Mable is 
again thoroughly democratic. He believes 
in culture for the masses and that the 
individuals who make up the masses have 
the capacity for this culture. 

The world is full of youthful aspirants 
in every line of endeavor. Many of them, 
justly or otherwise, feel themselves mis- 
understood, but upon the scene there has 
come a critic who has a rare and in- 
telligent sympathy for the young in their 
struggles. His ‘‘EBssays on Work and 
Culture’ presents a broad interpretation 
of the culture value of work Two chap- 
ters, “The Pain of Youth’ and “The 
Years of Wandering,.”’ will win to Mr.

STRICKEN BY DEATH 
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EX-QUEEN ISABELLA, OF SPAIN, AS SHE APPEARED AT 
THE AGE OF 15. 
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‘Grandmother of Present King of Spain Who Rulep 
in Peninsula from 1833 to 1868 Dies in 
Exile in Paris. 


Paris, April 9.—Ex-Queen Isabella of 
Spain, grandmother of King Alfonso, 
died here at 9:45 o'clock this morning. 

The queen had been afflicted with the 
grip for two months, which gradually 
affected her lungs. Last night she be- 
came unconscious, and the death agony 
came at 7 o'clock this morning. Prince 
Ferdinand immediately telegraphed the 
news to the king of Spain, to Foreign 
Minister Delcasse, and to all the Euro- 
pean sovereigps, M. Delcasse called dur- 
ing the daw and was admitted to the 
death chamber, and President Loubet sent 
an officer of his household to present his 
condolences. It is understood King Al- 
fonso wi:l not come to France for the 
funeral, as he did not come for the 
funeral of his grandfather, King Francis, 
who died in April, 1902. 

The deceased queen had«:bean one of 
the cOnspicuous figures of Paris since she 
left Spain. After her abdication in 1870, 
she continued to live with queenly mag- 
nificence here, giving largely to charity: 

Sketch of Her Life. 

Isabella II was queen of Spain from 
|833 to 1868. She was the daughter or 
Ferdinand VII by his fourth wife, Marie 
Christina of the Two Sicilies, and was 
born at Madrid, October 10, 1830. By 
decree which set aside the Salic law in 
Spain and which was -confirmed by the 
cortes March 29, !830, she became the 
heiress apparent to the throne, which 
she ascended on the death of her father 
in September, 1833, her mother being 
appointed queen regent. 

An insurrection in favor of her uncle, 
Don Carios, who, according to the Salic 
law. would have succeeded to the throne 
upon the death of his brother, immedi- 
ately broke out and raged with great 
violence until 1840, when the cause of tne 
court triumphed. In the course of the 
pertod politicians had begun to divide

necessary to enlarge the liberal constitu- 
tion in 1838, and ultimately to reestab- 
lish the constitution of I812.

regency, Which was conferred on Espar- 
terg. An insurrection broke out in 1843, 
which Jed to the overthrow of the Regent 
ki:spartero and the establishment of the 
military dictatorship of Narvaez, who 
introduced an anti-iiberal policy. 

On November 8, 1843, Queen Isabella 
was declared by the cortes téHpave at- 
tained her majority. Although the young 
queen enjoyed personal popularity, polit- 
ical intrigues continued, with frequent 
attempts at insurrection. In 1846 the 
queen married her cousin, Don Francisco 
D' Assisi, elder son of Ferdinand .YLI's 
youngest brother. A change to almost 
purely absolute government in 1853 was 
followed by the banishment of many 
chiefs of the constitutional party, as a 
result of which a formidable rising of 
the army took place in 1854 under 
O’Donnell. Espartero was put at the head 
of an administration. in which liberal 
But the queen dis- 
approved of his policy, and he resigned 
in favor of O'Donnell, July 14, 1856. who 
was soon after supplanted by Narvaez. 
For a number of years the chief power 
was held alternately by these two min- 
isters, 

Thougp fibers! ministers wera more 
than once forced upon her, the queen as 
time went on fell more completely under 
the influence of the reactionary faction. 
She lost much of her former poputarity. 
and the nation became impatient under 
her arbitrary rule. In September, 1|868, 
a revolution broke out, headed by Ser- 
rano, Prim and Topete, ending in the 
formation of a republican provisional 
government and the flight of T8®bella to 
France. In 1870 she abdicated in favor 
of her son, Alfonso XII, who suceeded 
to the throne in 1875, after the brief 
reign of Amadeus of Savoy and the fail- 
ure of the republic under Castelar.

SALVINI TOURS AMERICA 
NEXT YEAR AS OTHELLO 


Rome, March 30.—Herewith is presented 
anew photograph of Tommaso Salvini, 
greatest of all Othellos, who it is now an- 
nounced definitely will visit the United 
States in 1905, though his intended tour 
there this year has been abandoned ow- 
ing to the unfavorable opening of the 
American theatrical season. 

In those to whom Tommaso Calvinj is 
Othello, a visit to the great actor in his 
fig age, in his little house in Florence 
would doubtless produce a feeling of 
wonder. Can thaf stout, seemingly short 
and unromantic person really be the tra- 
gedian who thrilled two continents, and 
so associated his name with the charac- 
ter of the Moor as to have made the part 
his own! 

Dramatic Fire Still Burns. 

Salvini is now over 70, vigorous and 
full of life, but not acting much, although 
in recent years he has made several pro- 
fessional tours in Russia. He lives more 
in his son’s work than his own, but is 
capable is ever of splendid efforts and 
perfect success. 

The most characteristic view of Tom- 
maso Salvini now, however, is obtained 
here in his home. At the front door one 
at once comprehends that he {ts entering 
a store house of memories and triumphs, 
as well as a home of dignified, well- 
earned rest. There are two rooms in the 
palace (as they call all houses) which aro 
particularly interesting to strangers, the 
‘room of memories” and the veteran ac- 
tor’s study. 

In the first Salvini, has gathered to- 
gether all the mementoes of his long ca- 
reer on the stage, and it only needs a 
glance back to what he did, anf where 
he went, to understand the interest of the 
collection. Presents from royalties and 
great personages all over the world, tn 
close contact with a humble object given 
by a fervid admirer or perhaps some one 
benefited by Salvini. triumphal wréaths 
in silver, bronze or faded flowers, old 
programmes, flags, busts and pictures of 
himself, done by the best artists of his 
day. with here and there a memento 
which recalls his celebrated fellow ac- 
tors, such as a dagger handled by Ris- 
tori, a pen which Edmund Booth used in 
*“Richelieu,’’ a head ornament of Rachel. 
All are priceless to the collector, but of 
little value to the thief, who stole some 
of them a few years ago, causing Salvini 
more grief than any event since the 
death, in America, of his son Allesandro, 
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who bid fair to outdo even his father. 
Practiced Before Mirror. 

Salvini’s study is as interesting in its 
Way as the other.room. It modern, 
but reveals the tastes of its owner. It ts 
rich in books, and has two objects which 
at once arrest the attention, an immense 
looking glass, which takes up all one 
side of the room, and a proportionately 
large writing desk. The mirror goes 
from wall to wall, and from floor to ceil- 
ing. Before this mirror—and here 
is a hint for young  actors—Sal- 
vini did. not scorn to rehearse 
all his parts, great and small, studying 
minutely gestures and facial expression, 
until he arrived at what he considered 
perfection. ‘“‘Without that glass I should’ 
never have made a name for myself,”’ he 
has been heard to. say. The writing 
desk stands before the mirror and is Ilit- 
tered with papers, books and _ photo- 
graphs. Here Salvini spends long hours 
writing his reminiscences, it is said. He 
lives in the career of his son, Gustave, 
an actor of some note in Italy. 

Both Sons Actors. 

Salvini has had only two children, both 
sons, and both of whom becanae ac*ors 
much against the will of their fathef. 
He wished them to have other profes- 


sions, but they showed such marked tal- 
ent for acting, and such a love for the 
Stage, that he made a virtue of necessity 
and gave in. 

Tommaso Salvini recalls with special 
pleasure his various visits to the United 
States. ‘In the states they encourage 
the art of the actor,”’ he says, ‘“‘and they 
give praise and encouragement in gener- 
ous measure. I shall never forget some 
of my receptions after playing Othello.”’ 

Salvini is old, Salvini is stout and bald- 
headed, but he has only to speak, or 
make a gesture, to recall the actor of 
iwenty-five years ago, who causes, at 
will, a shudder of féar or repulsion, or a 
tremor of passion or love, to thrill the 
thousands gathered to see him, night 
after night, for weeks at a time.

The re- 
mains will be taken to Raleigh, N. C., 
where the funeral will be held in Christ 
effurch at 1:30 o'clock Monday morning, 
April Il. 

Mr. Turk’s death was a great shock to 
the southern colony in Washington, and 
will undoubtédly be felt in al] regions 
traversed by the Southern system. He 
has beén prominent in railroad interests 
in the south for over twenty years, hav- 
ing been connected for many years with 
the old Richmond and Danville line, He 
was a graduate of Roanoke college. 

When Mr. Turk first connected hitm- 
self with the Southern railway it was 
as general passenger agent. He was 
later promoted to the position of traftic 
manager, in which important capacity 
he has given the road fine service. 

Since his residencg in Washington, Mr. 
Turk has been one of the leading citi- 
zens of the capital, and was prominent in 
social and official circles. 


Mr. Turk Well Known Here. 

No railroad man who came to Atlanta 
Was better known and liked than Mr. 
Turk, and for many yéars past his tre-

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CRUSADE ON CAT EATERS | 
BLOCKED BY BRITISH JUDGE 


Held That Lodger Who Pays His Rent Cannot Be 
Evicted for Eating Cats--Cats Are Popular Food 
in Northern Italy. 


Special Correspondence. 

Doridon, March 28.—Although the pro- 
prietor of a Lon@6n boarding house who 
applied to a magistrate for a writ of 


ejectment against an Italian tenant on 
the ground that he killed and ate cats, 
discovered that English law does not rec- 
agnize such gastromic eccentricities as 
sufficient justification for the summary 
dispossession of a tenant who pays the 
rent, the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals has taken the mat- 


ter in hand to protect London’s prowling’ 


felines from the gridiron and stew pot 
of this allen Invader. For several nights 
a dozen of its mést skillful and trusted 
agents have been stalking the Squares 
of Bloomsbury, where the cat eater is 
reputed to do his hunting, in the hope 
of catchtng him red-handed, Dut thus 
far he has succeeded in eluding thetr 
vigilance. As an official of the socicty 
explained, it fs a difficult nratter to prove 
the guilt of a man who swallows the 
evidenae of his crimes.. It is reported 
that the. society for the protection of 
stray and homeless caf, of which her 
grace, the duchess of Bedford \s pres- 
tdent, intends enlisting a large force of 
amateur detectives in the pursuit by of- 
fering a substantial reward for the 4ar- 
rest and conviction of this ruthless de- 
stroyer of feline felicity. 
The Gruesome Story. 

Meanwhile the whole grewsome story 
of what led to the landlord‘s futile ap- 
peal to a police coliig@ has been revealed. 
With a friend the sojourney from sunny 
Italy was returning hame about midnignt 
when, crossing Russell square, he espied 
@ fine Thomas cat engaged in serenading 
a female tabby. 

‘What a lovely stew he would make,” 
he remarked, and them to the amazement 
of his companton he crept stealthily for- 


ward and euddenly grabbed the unsus- 
pecting animal by the tail. Swinging it 
in the air he dashed its head against a 
curb stone and in another minute had 
resumed his way homeward with the dead 
cat tucked under his arm. Hal fay 
down Guilford -etreet another cat was 
encountered and with an adroitness which 
bespoke long practice was similarly cap- 
tured and dispatched. 

About noon the following day the land- 
lord noticed his lodger making prepara- 
tions for a meal and casually asked him 
what he had for dinner. “One of the 


finest rabbits that was ever eaten,.”’ was | 


the response, 

Having previously skinned the animal 
the lodger even permitted the unsuspect- 
Ing landlord to see how he cooked it. As 
a gastronomic curiosity the recipe is 
worth recording. First the Italian took 
a quantity of onions chopped very fine 
and mixed with garlitc and parsley. These 
he botled with butter In a stew pan, and 
then added pieces of the animal cut up 
as is customary with a rabbit. Over the 
dish he sprinkled flour, poured in a bot- 
tle of claret, allowed the mixture to sim- 
meér over the fire for three-qaarters of 
an hour and ate it with great relish. 
Next day he had another “rabbit’’ for 
dinner, It was the discovery of the skins 
that gave the thing away to the horrt- 
fied landlord. And in turn the Italian 
was astonished that his parfiality for 
Cats as an 4rticle of diet should be re- 
garded with abhorrence. How anybody 
who would eat with relish an animal of 
such notoriously filthy habits as a pig 
could turn up his nose at a cat which 
performs its ablutions several times a 
day was beyond his comprehension. Rut 
the Italian's logic was lost on the Brit. 
ish landlord. He ordered his tenant to 
leave at once, and when the tenant re. 
fused had recourse post haste to a mag- 
istrate to learn that British lAw wag on 
the side of one who chose to regard his 


temporary lodgings as his castle for the 
time being. 


Cats Make Dainty Dishes. 

In northern Italy, according to an Ital- 
ian resident in London, cats are regard- 
ed as a dainty among the poor people, 
and the state forbidding their sate for 
food, they are called ‘‘rabbits’” by the 
butchers. ° 

“They are bought as rabbits and eaten 
as cats,” said the Italian. “I have eaten 
them many a time and can youch for it 
that they taste much better than the 
English hare, fhe meat being exceeding- 
ly tender and as sweet aS a nut. Many 
people in Italy keep cats as the English 
do rabbits—to kil) and eat. And their 
skins are worth more than those of rab- 
bits. 

‘The proper way to eat cats fs to roast 
them in an oven until brown, with 
onions, garlic, parsley, bay leaf, red 
wine, and some herbs peculiar to Italy. 
They are not nearly so good when boiled. 
As food English bred cats are not to be 
compared with Italian cats. The latter 
are much better cared for and fed on 
the best of milk. I tried an English cat 
onee, but that was enough. I have 
never eaten another.”

New York, April 9.—(Special.)—Patrick 
Hl. McCarren admitted his downfall as 
a political. power in Brookfyn this after- 
moon by sending a delegation of sixteen 
of his district to William A. 
Doyle, his rival, and sding for peace.

It was McCarren’s last desperate effort 
to save himself. The delegation told Mr. 
Doyle that they had been authorized by 
the erstwhile boss to give a positive as- 
surance that no opposition would be of- 
fered to the election of uninstructed del- 
egates at the twenty-one assembly dils- 
trict conventions to be he‘d in Brooklyn 
tonight 

This meams that the Kings county 
delegation to the state convention will 
not be instructed as to a presidential 
candidate, and that they will also fight 
for an uninstructed delegation to the 
mational democratic convention. 

Mr. Doyle established his headquarters 
In the rooms of the democratic club of 
the seventh assembly district this eve- 
ning, and remained in communication 
by telephone with each of the conven- 
tions. All of his efforts were centered 
upon having uninstructed delegations 
chosen .at the conventions. Resolutions 
to this effect were drawn by him and 
submitted at the various meetings. The 
resolutions also requested the delegates 
Yo ask for an uninstructed delegations to 
St. Louis gathering. 

If McCarren should try to renew his 
fight against Doyle he will find that he 
has only five district leaders behind him, 
as the sixteen who called on Mr. Doyle 
told him frankly that they sympathized 
with him and that, if necessary, they 
would bolt the McCarren camp and come 
over to his side. 

The visit of the sixteen leaders caysed 
the wildest enthusiasm among the Doyle 
supporters, who have been waging a bit- 
ter fight against the ‘‘boss rule’ of Hill,

Instructions Dodged. 

At the democratic assembly district 
conventions which were held tonight in 
every one of the twenty-one districts in 
Kings county for the purpose of electing 
delegates to the state convention, Senator 
McCarren dodged the issue of instructing 
Tor Judge Alton B. Parker for president.

These 
are the two districts in which McCarren 
was defeated at the March 29 primaries 
and Doyle heads the district delegation 
from his own territory and Kehoe heads 
the delegation from his district.

TAKEN IN VAIN 


Some One Trying To Have 
Fun with the Editor 


Curious Message Given Out as Com- 
ing from Mr. Hearst Is Promptly 
Repudiated — As to the 
Delegation from 
Kansas.

Washington, April 9.—(Special.)\—What 
is presumed to have been an attempt 
on the part of some badly boozed citizen 
to be funny at the expense of Mr. Hearst 
the only sensation in politl- 
cal today. This was an alleged 
telegram said to have been sent by Mr. 
Hearst to his representative at Indianap- 
olis, in which he virtually said he would 
abandon ‘the fight in Jndiana. 

The telegram, as sent, was a badly 
mixed up affair and was promptly re- 
pudiated by its alleged sender, who sald 
nothing of that kind had ever been sent 
by him or on his authority.

REPPORT ON FREIGHT RATES. 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
Sends Data to Senate. 

Washington, April 9.—The interstate 
commerce commission today transmitted 
to the senate a report on the principal 
changes in railroad rates for the years 
en@ing June 30, !90!, 1902 and 1903, 
showing numerous advances in rates 
caused by change of classification and 
also advances in rates in some specified 
commodities. 

A table based on the average rate per 
ton received by the railroads in 1899 ap- 
plied to the actual tonnage for the suc- 
ceeding year shows an increasee in gross 
revenue over 1899 of $81,599,443 for 1901, 
$64,528,216 for 1902 and $155,475,502 for 
1903. These are for the fiscal year ended 
on June 30. 

THe commission says that no approx- 
imate estimate of the actual effect of 
specified changes in rates upon the 
revenues of the carriers can be made, 
but that the method of computation di- 
rected by the resolution calling tor the 
report is of value as indicating enormous 
additions in recent years to the cost of 
railroad transportation to the people ot 
the United States. 


VESSELS LEAVE PENSACOLA. 


Battle Ships Off from Winter Ren- 
dezvous to North. 
Pensacola, Fla., April 9.—It has now 
been decided that the combined fleet 
will depart from Pensacola about April 
28, or perhaps May |, but not later than

Muscogee Cotton Mill No, 4 
Will Soon. Start 


Two Hundred Thousand Dollars Will 
Be Invested in Splendid Cotton 
Mill on Chattahoochee, Which 
Will Be Operated by 
Electricity. 


Columbus, Ga., April 9.—(Special.)— 
SThe Muscogee cotton mil] No. 4 has just 
been completed by the oontractors, R. 
Huggar & Bro., of Montgomery, @nd 
has been formally accepted by the Mus-, 
cogee Manufacturing Company. It is 
five stories high and one of the hand- 
somest milis in the city. The building 
is 105 by 177 feet, and standing as it 
does on a concrete foundation in the 
edge of the Chattahoochee river, makes 
an imposing showing. It will be run by 
electric power generated by the Columbus 
Power Company, a mile further up the 
Chattahoochee. New machinery will be 
ordered at once. The mill will hardly be 
in operation until midsummer or early 
fal. In this building will also be located 
the company’s dye plant. The new mill 
and dye house is said to represent an 
investment of about $200,000. 

There is a persistent rumor that an- 
other cotton mill is to be erected in 
Columbus this year. Business men state 
that the report has foundation, but they 
@re not in position to give details as yet. 
A former resident of Columbus is also 
seriouslyseriously contemplating erecting 
a@ woolen mill bere. 

For the first time in many years, tne 
mills at the lower fails of the Chatta- 
hoochee river at this point have not 
lost a single day from high water this 
apring. Usually the mills lose a few days 
each February or March, due to a boom- 
ing river, but this year the Chattahoo- 
chee has remained in norma] condition. 
The mills at the lower falls, which are 
the only ones affected by high stages of 
the river, have so improved their water 
plants that they are affected only by 
extraordinary rises in the river. The 
Bagle and Phenix mills’ cosumption of 
cotton was the greatest for any March in 
the company’s history, due to the amount 
of new machinery installed recently, and 
also to the favorable river conditions,

- SPOONER PLEADS 


Peslfice Departmen Defended 
in Senate 


Senator from Wisconsin Attempts 
to Discredit Democratic Desire for 
Postal Investigation by Assign- 
ing Reasons Prompted by 
Partisan Politics, 


Washington, April 9.—In the senate to- 
day Mr. Spooner took occasion to reply 
to the democratic gtricturas upon the con- 
duct of the postoffice department and be- 
fore he concluded that, traversed quite an 
extemsive political field. 

He defended the course of tte postmas- 
ter general in connection with the irreg- 
ularities of his department and charged 
that the effort on the part of democratic 
senators to secure congressional inquiry 
was in the interest of party politics. He 
also defended the president against the 
charge of violating the law, which, he 
said, had been made by the democrats, 
declaring that in nothing was the presi- 
dent so fiuch distinguished as in his de- 
termination to enforce the law. 

Mr. Spooner expressed surprise that Mr, 
Simmons, for instance, should have said 
that the postoffice department inquiry 
was “Teluctantly begun.” He read from 
the president’s report on the investigation 
to show that there had been no hesitancy 
of the officials of the postoffice depart- 
ment to undertake the investigation and 
declared that there had been nothing in 
the record of the department to impeach 
the fidelity of the postmaster general, 
Mr. Spooner said that every word spoken 
against Mr, Payne in a recent debate in 
the house stung the postmaster general 
like a lash, 

Claims Payne Slandered. 

The Wisconsin senator condemned what 
he called the slander against Mr. Payne 
in relation to sending to congress charges 
against members of congress in connea- 
tion with the use of their influenae mn 
postoffice affairs. Reviewing briefly the 
facts in regard to the request from the 
house for information in regard to mem- 
bers of congress, Mr. Spooner declared 
that it had been shown that the entiro 
blame rested with the chairman of the 
house committees, 

Speaking of the charge of corruption, 
Mr, Spooner advanced the idea that there 
was much less of it now than in former 
years. He did not believe, for instance, 
that a Credit Mobilier scandal would be 
possible in the congress of today. 

Mr. Spooner said it would have boen 
impossible for the senate to make as 
cemplete an investigation as Mr. Bristow 
had made under the president’s direction. 
“And I think,” he said, ‘that whatever 
dur friends on “the outside of the cham- 
ber may find to say of the president, 
the great maas of the people will agree 
with me that from the beginning he has 
shown that he will not tolerate wrong- 
doing in any official, high or low.” 

He charged the democrats in both 
houses of congress with having adopted 
as a-~party slogan the declaration that 
“Roosevelt must be beaten.” Why? 
Becauge they say he is law unto him- 
self, a czar, unsafe, unsound, a law- 
maker, a law-breaker, and the like, while 
the candidate on the other side is safe 
and sound, calm and fudicial. Do you 
have to have some one to testify that 
he is a democrat? He has it now from 
Mr. Cleveland, whose democracy itself 
ig questioned. 

Replies to Gorman’s Charges. 

What evidence, Mr. Spencer asked, had 
Mr, Gorman that the president is a 
czar? He would hate to believe that 
Mr. Gorman meant to charge that the 
republican senators had abdicated their 
functions as senators, but he had shown 
that disposition by charging that they 
are blindly obeying some outside behest 
to adjourn congTess at an early date. 
As for himself, he would admit that he 
desired to adjourn. He wanted to get 
away, not only because he believed the 
business of the session had been practi- 
cally completed, but because he thought 
the democratic members ought to be 
allowed to get away and consult with 
the people with the end in view of hav- 
ing “the two wings of the democratic 
party flap together, go that they can se- 
lect as a candidate some safe, calfm, 
silent, judicious man, who can be held 
up in North Carolina as a trust-buster 


and in Wall street as a man entirely 
devoted to the business interests.” 

Service Pension Order Defended. 

Referring to the penslon order, he said 
that— 

“So far from violating the law he had 
ameliorated a violation of the law in 
1893, when there was a democratic pres- 
ident. He wanted to know how it had 
happened that no fault had been found 
with the original order. He would not 
admit in response to a question from 
Mr. Overman, that the pending cam- 
paign had influenced the old ‘age order. 

“The senator says they will give us a 
hérd fight,” said Mr. Spooner, referring 
to Mr. Simmons’ apech; perhaps they 
will, but I belleve the people wil] elect 
Mr. Roosevelt, because they know him 
and know that there is no class, high 
or low, rich or poor, will be luded 
from the benefits of the law, to be 
trampled upon by it.” ;

BUNCH M'BEE 
GIVES HIS SIDE 


Railroad Man Makes State- 
ment Concerning Recent 
Troubles,

Greenville, 8. C., Aprmil 9.—(Special.)— 
Captain ‘‘Bunch”’ McBee, at one time 
vice president of the Seaboard Air line 
railway, who was arrested several weeks 
ago in North Carolina under a bench 
warrant issued by a state judge charg- 
dng him with illegally conspiring to ob- 
tain control of the Atlantic and North 
Carolina railroad, is visiting relatives in 
this city. 

When asked today by a friend here, for 
this is Captain McBee’s old home, how 
he was standing the annoyance of crimi- 
zal prosecution, the erstwhile receiver 
eaid he was in the best of spirits and in 
go wise apprehensive about the ultimate 
results of the criminal proceedings now 
pending in the North Carolina courts. 
The reports sent to the newspapers by 
tthe press representative in Ralelgh were 
entirely prejudicial and in many instances 
wntrue and he had no doubt but that the 
public had been seriously misied as tv

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his side of the affair. 

‘Briefiy stated,’ said Captain McBee, 
“the facts leading up to my arrest are 
these: President Bryan, of the road in 
question, in his annual report to the 
stockholders, declared it to be in a fear- 
ful andedangerous condition, living from’ 
hamid to mouth, and advised that Steps 
be taken to improve the property. At 
a meeting of the private stockholders (the 
other interests of the road belong to the 
gtate), resolutions were adopted with a 
wiew to leasing the road as a means of 
getting some sort of return from the 
property and at the same time effecting 
fts improvement. 


“An effort was made to get (Governor | 


Aycock, the representative of the state’s 
dnterest, to consent to a lease. To this 
he at first acquiesced, but ultimately 
backed out. ‘Then it was that Finch, 
who was one of the largest stockholders, 
decided to make the application for the 
@ppointment of a receiver, after having 
the promise of several others interested 
to join him. Judge Purnell, of the fed- 
eral court, heard the petition and ap- 
pointed me the receiveref of the prop- 
erty. 

‘Then it was that the warrant was is- 
@ued for my arrest by the state authori- 
ties. J refused to relinquish the man- 
agement of the road unless ordered to do 
go by the federal court, but Finch’s at- 
torney in this absence consented to with- 
Graw the receivership proceedings and 
K was left etranded, of course, 

“The motion recently made by my at- 
tornens to quash the indictment was sim- 
ply for the purpose of forcing the state 
to frame a bill setting out all the spe- 
eific facts upon which several counts in 
the indictment are based, which order 
was signed by Judge Brown, the state 
having thirty days in which to make the 
return of the bill of particulars, It is 
right. there that the case now rests.

Kindergarten Association has just 

ended with the first of the present 
month. A review of some of the work 
that has been accomplished during the 
year, and the eight previous years is 
Sure to prove profitably entertaining to 
every Atlantan who carries the best in- 
terests of the city in his or her heart. 
Accordingly some facts and figures will 
be set down at this time that will not 
only show how great a success the kin- 
dergarten work in Atlanta has proved, 
but through the reports of some of the 
teachers engaged in the work, there will 
be Nttle glimpses Into the home lives of 
Atlantans where lMttle children them- 
selves have Instituted a revolution in 
careless housekeeping. Incidentally, the 
matter of the much-mooted juvenile 
court will be touched on, not editorially, 
but with some atartling statistics show- 
ing one of the ways !f not the beet way 
of preventing the growth of criminals. 

All of which things will be set down 
more or less clumsily but accurately by 
the writer until such time as the sub- 
ject will be clearly and comprehensively 
treated tn the annual report of the pres- 
ident of the assoefation, Mrs. Nellie Pe- 
ters Black, which is now in course of 
preparation. And it was from Mrs. Black 
that the newspaper man secured the 
following facts that will appear in this 
article. 

On the desk before her. Mrs. Black 
read from time ‘to time excerpts made 
from the statements for the year, sent 
in by each teacher of the sis kinder- 
garten schools, which now compose the 
executive department of the assoctation. 
“The gospel of cleanliness,’’ she began, 
“js perhaps the great theme of kinder- 
garten work, and in teaching this les- 
son we believe that Godliness and other 
thinge have been added. But I am 


going to read to you selections from the: 


eix reports sent in by the teachers, and 


1 I am gure that the plain statements of 


these workers will be far more eloquent 
in explaining what has been accomplish- 
ed and setting forth the cause and the 
mission of our work among the little 
ones than anything I could say."’ 

And so it was that Mrs. Black read 
some of these reports and left it to the 
reporter to mobolize the facts {n the 
best way he could. 

Lessons Reach Homes. 


According to the report of one of the 
teachers, it Is the work accomplished tn 
the home of kindergarteners that has re- 
sulted in the greatest good. Of course, 
every one knows that the great lesson 
taught to these little folk is the lesson 
of cleanliness and order. So tmbued 
with the spirit of system and order have 
some of these little tots become that 
they have gone home to preach the same 
lesson. This teacher says that in visit- 
ing the home of one of her little scholars 
it was to learn from the mother that 
“there was now eome use in cleaning 
up.”” Her little girl had come home 
from the kindergarten after several days 
spent there with at least one great les- 
son learned, and that was that it {s 
really much pleasanter to live in the 
midst of cleanliness than disorder. For 
this very reason the child had begun to 
clean up her playthings and put them 
away as a part of the game. Perhaps 
only tired mothers with many cares and 
other children can realize all that such 
a lesson means. 

Still another teacher reported that she 
had found the greatest benefit had re. 
sulted in the learning of the lesson of 
unselfishness on the part of the little 
children. In her particular school there 
was a girl suffering from both an imped- 
iment and an oversensitive nature. At 
first she refused to enter in the games 
played by the children, both on account 
of physical disability and shyness. Then 
it was that the other little folk were 
taught that there is nothing so strong 
and beautiful as looking after the un- 
fortunate. This wag done with a great 
deal of tact with the result that the 


children vied with each other in doing 
little acta of kindness for the timid one. 
In time she came to enter their games 
and grow to be exceptionally popular. It 
was only one of those tnstances where 
the giving of love and little acts of self- 
sacrifice had reacted with the greatest 
good to the unselfish ones as always 
happens. 

This case was cited only as an instance 


‘but {it showed that one child suffering 


from a supersensitive nature was drawn 
out in such a way as to become very 
much ike other girls and saving for her- 
self untold suffering. On the other hand, 
the lesson of helping the unfortunate 
and caring for the weak or afflicted had 
been learned by all of the others in a way 
that through all their lives will never be 
forgotten and will make this world with 
its shadows as well as sunshine a much 
happier and better place to live in. 
Another teacher mentioned particular- 


‘ly the lesson learned of independence and 
the fact that everything worth while in 
‘this world is worth paying for or mak- 
'ing some sacrifice for. 
|game of “piggy.” 


She spoke of the 
which opens the ses- 
sion. It seems that the little children get 
togethér and feed the little “piggy’’ pen- 
nies. These pennies, in turn, pay for all 
of the material used in their games, in 
purchasing bright colored papers and all 
of the other accessories needed in the 
handiwork that is eventually carried 
home to display with pardonable pride for 
the comment of fathers and mothers and 
uncles and aunts and cousins world with- 
out end. 
Moulding Characters. 

Now this particular teacher did not 
mention this fact, but it is none the less 
true that some of those bits of handi- 
work over which little children have 
worked so enthusiastically at first and 
which they have had to complete, before 
leaving are ornaments in many homes 
that could not be duplicated. Kinder- 
garten teachers will tell you that the 
chief; alm of the system is taking lit- 
tlle folk between the ages of 3 and 6 and 
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molding characters and habits that will 
follow them all through life. And this is 
true. Certain ft is that at that par- 
ticular time their little brains are plastic 
affairs open to almost any and every 
Impression, and when these impressions 
are a love for the work in hand, whether 
it is playing some game or sewing some 
little apron or caring for plants and 
flowers, these impressions last. That's 
why when they start in at the primary 
school and begin on those serious prob- 

lems of one and two are three or C-A-T 
spells cat, they have an advantage over 
their less fortunate brothers and sisters 
in having already learned that the first 
and most important essential in the tak- 
ing up of any exercise !s applying them- 
Selves to the work in hand. In their 
kindergarten games and in their kin- 
dergarten work they have learned that 
appHcation and concentration even in 
such matters is the first step toward 
learning any kind of lesson. And this 
they do naturally because their plastic 
minds have received just those impres- 
sions. Then, too, they have learned the 
first principles of discipline both men- 
tal and the other kind, They have learn- 
ed that not to mind or to be careless car- 
ries with it some penalty. In kindergar- 
ten work this does not mean biows for 
they go on quite a different principle. 
Perhaps the penalty will mean that they 
cannot enter into the next game. And 
what grown-up lives today who has al- 
together forgotten the lonesomeness of 
being in sight of but just outside of a 
good time? And when you come to think 
about it, these principles of application, 
discipline and concentration taught in the 
kindergarten aTfe pretty much the same 
lessons that come with the Greek, Latin 
and higher mathematics of a_ college 
course. 

Then there was another teacher who 
spoke particularly of the way she had 
found the home of one of the children. It 
was decorated with flowers and bright 
bits of colored paper worked Into de- 
signs by the child, and again a happy 
mother told of the pride the little one 


teresting followed, and the child finally 
learned the greatest problem in education 
—that of concentration. 

There has been: much discussion re- 
Sarding the establishment of a juvenile 
court and the proper form of punish- 
ing children without destroying their fu- 
ture usefulness. It ig iuieresting to note 
that most all of the juvenile criminals 
have first started on the pathway leading 
to crime by playing truant from school. 
It is in this particular that the kinder- 
garten has accomplished great things. 
The child learns to look upon going to 
the Kindergarten and attending to the 
duties there as a privilege. This same 
feeling continues when the harder work 
ot the primary school is entered upon, 
For this reason and also that they have 
learned the lesson of being systematic 
and arriving on time, the matter of go- 
ing to school ts a habit already learned 
and Only a single interview with anv 
primary teacher as to the value of a kin- 
dergarten training is needed to corrobo- 
rate this statement. It is also a fact, 
pertinent and worth while re ting a 
this time that Mrs. Black In com soeean 
Of investigation has never yet found a 
Single child criminal arrested who had 
enjoyed the ben-fit af a Kindergarten 
training when the mind was plastic 
enough to receive the impressions that 
living the right way is the best way from 
every point of view. : 

One teacher mentioned Visiting

The kindergarten receives $600 a vear 
from the city and last year over $800 
was raised vy means of entertainments 
alone. The operating amount 
to more than $3,000, but all of these ex.

has no deficit to report. Six schools for 
this work are located in different sections 
of the city. where they are most needed, 
with a total enrollmeat of 400 little pu- 
pils. The six teachers have made #887 
Visits to the homes of their scholars. 
Which proves the persona! interest taken 
in the work. Then, too, 520 garments 
have been given to deserving little chil- 
dren. 

But the best part of the kindergarter 
work can never be put down in figures, 
There is no semblance of denomination- 
alism and nothing is taught that will 
conflict with any belief. Most of the 
lessons are taught directly from nature. 
which prohfbits al! possibility of mis- 
takes and its chief influence next to 
teaching concentration, the responsibili- 
ties of little duties and application, Is 
the obedience tn and love of parents and 
the making of better little children who 
will in time grow up to make better 
fathers and mothers than thet? ever 
would have done except for the early 
training and influences received through 
means of the Atlanta Free Kindergarten 
Association.

The announcement that the juvenile 
court of probaffion will soon be in 
operation furnishes food for reflection. 
Those who have favored it do not 
know whether its operations will ful- 
fill their hopes; they can only wait and 
see the test made. But they know, for 
one thing, that it will hold out to the 
young who are caught in the meses 
of the law at least one opportunity to 
reform—at least one chance to escape 
the toils. The court, as an experiment, 
is a welcome relief from the ordinary 
methods of dealing with juvenile of- 


clapped in jail, or sent into the exile 
whic) the proud spirit of reform has 
invented for the punishment of youth- 
ful criminals—an exile relieved only 
by their association with other offend- 
ers, some of them much older in crime 
than in years.

MEANING OF GOOD ROADS _ 
TO THE SOUTHERN STATES 


Notable Address by M. A. Hays of the Southern 
Railway at the Good Roads Convention at | 
New Orleans. 


T the recent southern good, roads 
A convention in New Orleans, Mr. M. 

A. Hays, of the land and industrial 
department of the Southern railway, made 
a notable address in regard to good 
roads and development of the south. 
Mr. Hays said in part: 

“The bad common road, which is the 
ordinary cOmmon road of today, makes 
life in country districts and smaller places 
more expensive in every way; it destroys 
social movement, it interferes with church 
and school, it robs the people of many 
comforts and attractions, and makes life 
narrow. In this way it drives from the 
village and farm to the cities the young 
men and women, wth their productive 
possibilities. Its whole tendency is to con- 
gest population in the cities, and more 
than anything else has forced a One- 
sided development in our national life, 

“These are some of the evils and the 
burdens and the effects of poor roads. 
What of the influence and the effect of 
g00d roads? Fortunately we do not have 
ito go to foreign lands, nor even to other 
sectiona of our country for proof as to 
their desirability and for their value. 
They have reduced the cost of farm pro- 
duction wherever built, they have in- 
creased the value of farm lands from 25 
to 100 per «ent, they have made avail- 
able for cultivation wider areas of terri- 
tory, they have attracted immigration, 
they have given to old farms thought 
valueless a good value, by enabling own- 
ers or tenants to make them profitable; 
they have made the village merchant 
-more prosperous, they have built fac- 
toriés, they have aided in the growth of 
cities; incidentally they have-added to the 
traffic of railroads, Of ether benefits of 
even greater importance, they have made 
a better class of gedh on they have 
brought about better methods of agricul- 
ture; they have improved jthe schools 
by increasing public revenues and enab- 
‘ling teachers and schools to serve a 
larger area; they have added in every way 
to the comforts of the people. They have 
in a measure turned back the tide to- 
ward the city by bringing people from 
the city imto the country districts for 
homes. 


Must Depend on Agriculture. 

“The land area of the south is 585,- 
312,000 acres. In 1900 the total farm acre- 
age was 387,690,426 acres, or about two- 
thirds of the total land area, The total 
improved acreage was only 145,185,599 
| acres, or about 40 per cent of the total 
| farm acreage. This leaves 242,000,000 
acres of farm lands to be put into prof- 
| itable cultivation. Here is a work of de- 
| velopment cut out for the people of this 
| section, and all the agencies which are 
striving to add to the prosperity of the 
south. The south cannot develop by man- 
ufactures alone. Its best development 
must be in agriculture, and agricultural 
growth will bring other developments. 
The unimproved farm lands of the south 
give a greater area for settlement and 
| cultivation than the total area Of Texas, 
| Louisiana and Arkansas combined. Over 
110,000,000 acres of this unimproved farm 
land lies @ast of the “Mississipp! river, 
and ‘there jis a comparative small amount 
of it which is not available for crops 
of some kind, for stock or fruit. The total 
value of farm lands and improvements 
in the south fin 1900 was $3,!82,573,472, 
and of all farm property $5,158,161,991. 
The value of the farm products in the 
vear was $1!1,535,528,744. If you 
can increase the value of your farm lands 
by $5 an acre, yon will add to their 
value nearly $2,000,000,000. The evidence 
is that improved public roads have in- 
creased the value by at least $10 an 
acre. I have heard of cases where the 
increase was’ $25 and $30. Bring into 
cultivation but one-half of your now un- 
improved farm lands and at the same 
rate of production of the cultivated lands 
today and you will add to the yearly 
value of your farm products at least $l,- 
200,000,000—or twice the value to your 
planters of your cotton crop of 1903. 
' With the added production from these un- 
, improved lands will come greater returns 
: trom the now improved lands. 

“Is there anything ‘that will do so much 
. towards bringing all these lands into care- 
ful cultivation as a good roads syStem, 
reaching out from the towns to the re- 
mote districts? Is it possible that anv 
people can long afford to forego such an 
element of added wealth? 

‘There is a movement in the south for 
better roads. There are people who are in 
earnest in pushing the question. In many 
sections a good start hos already been 
Railroads, alive to the vast im 
portance of improved highways, espe- 
cially as regards their prosperity, have 
shown their interest in the question in a 
practicaé? manner. Recently I had Occa- 
sion to invféstigate the effect of the 
Southern railway’s good roads train, 
and the result was most gratifying. In 
several districts visited counties have vot- 
ed large amounts of bonds for road im- 
provement, and since that train’s trip 
several hundred miles of macadamized 
roads have been built, or are to be built 
at oncé. In many counties of Alabama, 
Tennessee, Georgia and the Carolinas fine 
systems of Toads have been constructed, 
with the most baneficiary results upon 
farm values and conditions. It may al- 
most be said that the height of civiliza- 
tion and prosperity reached by a nation 
is marked by its public roads. It is al- 
most invariably true that the highest 
prosperity reached in the south is in com- 
munities where attention has been paid 
to the highways. Look at Memphis, Bir- 
mingham, Montgomery, Huntsville, Chat- 
tanooga, Knoxville, Atlanta, Columbia, 
S. C., Charlotte, Durham, Winston and 
Greensboro, N. C., and Richmond, Va., 
all in counties where large Sums of 
money have been voted for highways, 
and where the finest road systems ex- 
ist.

Good Roads and Their Value. 

“There is no question today so inti- 
mately connected with the industrial and 
agricultural development of the south and 
of the whole country, which means s0 
much, if solved, to the educational and 
moral welfare of every community, which 
will so affect for the good the perma- 
nent prosperity of every legitimate inter- 
est, as the question of improved public 
highways. No economic, no commercial 
question of policy or enterprise has ever 
come before the people of the south 
which more vitally concerns her welfare. 
No agency, no policy of encouragement, 
no picture Of your Opportunities will ac- 
complish so much in making you great 
in wealth and industry as a system of 
good roads honeycombing your farm dis- 
tricts. There is nothing else which means 
such prosperity for the farmer and land 
owner; Which means such rapid factory 
building; which will burden your rail- 
roads and ports with traffic, put money 
“tnto the vaults of your banks, which will 
give your cities growth. There is nothing 
that will so aid you in your educational 
facilities, and which will give you an 
all-round development affecting all your 
public and social conditions. 

‘These are rather emphatic gtatements. 


| 
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| They may be somewhat startling. What 


is there to support them? The develop- 
ment of-this country has always fol- 
howed the lines of easiest communication, 
of the best transportation facilities. In 
early days the population kept close to the 
waterways. The building of the Erte canal 
changed the current of industrial activ- 
ity. Along the old roads built dows 
through the southern states nearly & 
hundred years ago were located the most 
prosperous plantadsions, the homes of the 
south’s most enterprising and substan- 
tial farmers, and along these roads were 
found seats of social life under the old re- 
gime. The Quilding of railroad limes to thé 
great west sent to that region for in- 
vestment the capital of the east, the most 
ambitious of the gons of the east and 
south, and attracted there the millions 
of immigrants from other lands, who 
have done so much to develop that seo- 
tion, to develop it while the south lay 
quiet. Much ts heard of the new south. 
lf the term be apprepriate the new south 
began when your railroad systems be- 
gan ito give you modern trains and ef- 
ficient service. So far ag railroad faolll- 
ties go, the United States has had a re- 
markable development. No other nation 
has today so great, so efficient and soe 
cheap a gystem of railroad transporta- 
tion. 
Limitations of Railroads. 

“The roads gerve, perhaps, cake it all 
in all, the people who live near their 
lines ag well as it is now possible. But 
railroads, like everything else, have had 
their limitations, as they have their char- 
acteristic influences upon the develop- 
ment of the region. They have naturally 
hastened the development of the region 
lying directly along their lines, while that 
of districts removed from them has as 
naturally had their development retarded. 
NO One desires to go to a place removed 
from good transportation facilfties he 
can locate where they are to be had. The 
tendency is always, and naturally, to give 
the best advantages, the largest returns 
to tthe people, the town or Interest where 
there is The least burden to bear, ths 
least tax upon industry, the smallest cost 
On the production or traffic charges. So 
much cheaper is transportation by water 
or rail than over common highways that 
production has been lessened where dis- 
tance from rail or water is considered, 
measured either in miles or conditighs 
of highways. There ls a point distant 
from every line of railroad beyond which, 
under present condition of the ordinary 
common roads, its influence in aiding pro- 
duction, acting as a distributing agent, 
is of little effect. The railroad develop. 
ment of the country has reached a point 
where dts future is comparatively imf#eii 
It will not be practical, from a business 
standpoint, to reach a much wider area 
of territory. It is necessary, therefore, in 
order to give all sections the advantages 
of cheap; distribution of productg to 
market to\enable the outlying districts 
to reach the railroad station or the wharf 
at a cost which production cannot onl, 
bear, but under which ft will 
thrive, and at all geasons of tha 
year. The ordinary road of the 
south—yes, of the whole ecountry— 
puts a tariff upon all traffic of 25 cents 
or more a ton per mile, as egainst 7.2 
mills on the rattroad. It is a burden which 
effectually stifles prafiyctioa, except when 
all ather efrcumstances and conditions 
are most favorable. AY certaln seasons 
of the year it is absolutely {mposeible to 
do much handling over many country 
roads. It is easy to seg how production 
over great aréas of our country is kept 
down by these conditions. Another potnt 
in this connection. The bad highway 
forces the movement of all traffic with 
the farms at seasons of the year when 
the farmer's teams could be more ad- 
vantageously employed at other work; 
it causes a great congestion of traffiy 
at certain seasons, not only lessening the 
Selling price 6f the farmers product, 
causing greater expense and annoyance to 
merchant and manufacturer, but com- 
pelling railroads to go to much heavier 
outlays for equipment and handling of 
traffic, and therefore necessitating a 
higher rate for rail freights. 


Every Agency Is Needed. 

“Every agency fs needed to solve the 
road problem, It is the business of the 
township, the country and the state and 
of the national governmert. From their 
relations to the people all are vitally 
interested In their various provinces. 
What !s needeT is such state systems 
and such a national aid law as will al- 
low all to cooperate, either directly or 
indirectly. Whether national ald comes or 
not, the people of the south must move 
fast in this matter, or suffer in prestige 
and in material and other tnterests. The 
faster and the better they move inde- 
pendently, the quicker will nationa] aid 
come to their assistance. Those com- 
munities and those states which go ahead 


| most rapidly in building good roads wil! 


reap the richest profits, for they will lead 
in the benéfits. 

“The benefits from {mproved publia 
roads is so great that it is the utmost 
wisdom and economy fora community to 
issue bonds or to levy taxes to build tIm- 
proved roads which can be used all the 
year round; and these benefits are so 
Sure and so great that the community 
will not feel the tax half so much as !ft 
does the taxes wasted on poor roads, tn 
fact that there will be no burden at 
all in providing them; and no Panama 
canal, and no other proposition or en- 
terprise will have so much influence itn 
the development of the south as a sys- 
tem of good roads. What Such a system 
means in increased production and wealth 
and in all progress is almost beyond esti- 
mate.”

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HEAVY DOCKET FOR COURT. 


Officials Preparing Business for Fed- 
eral Court in Athens, Colum- 
bus and Nome. 

Officials of the United §tates court are 
busy preparing the docket for the com- 
ing session of that tribunal in Athens, 
Columbus and Rome. 

The court will meet fn Athens on April 
25, in Columbus on May 2, and in Rome 
on May 16, the session in each place 
continuing for one week. The United 
States grand jury will also be in session 
in each of the three places at the same 
time court fs In session. 

A numberof peonage cases are being 
prepared, and will be acted on by the 
grand juries in Athens and Columbus.

PARCELLED OUT 


England and France Have 
~ Divided Immense Area 
Between Themselves. 


Paris, April 9.—Although the Anglo- 
French colonial treaty just signed makes 
no specific reference to any protectorates, 
it is now recognized that betwé&®n the 
lines the treaty means the establishment 
of a French protectorate over Morocco 
‘similar to the present protectorate of 
France over Tunis, and that it makes 
permanent the British protectorate over 
Egypt. Thus the effect of the treaty is 
to transform the entire political geography 
of northern Africa, with Great Britain 
dominating the eastern shores of the 
Mediterranean, and France the western 
shores. 

While France still has to settle with 
Spain concerning Morocco’s future, there 
is no doubt that the Anglo-French agree- 
ment speedily will be followed up by 
steps to make the protectorate a reality. 
Foreign Minister Delcasse has frequently 
discussed Morocco with United States 
Ambassador Porter, and other ambassa- 
dors, indicating the difficulties of deaiing 
with the Moroccans, who live far in 
the interior, requiring an expedition to 
march ten days in order to reach them. 
It is expected that the signing of the 
treaty soon will be followed by the intro- 
duction of modern reforms and conditions 
in Morocco. 

M. Delcasse is congratulated for the 
series of treaties he recently has ne- 
gotiated. One ambassador today said 
that M. Deicasse by these treaties had 
established France in political friendsnlp 
with nearly ell Hurope. He added that 
M. Delcasse was the ablest statesman 
France had produced in recent years. 

The only note of discord is contained 
in an interview with M. de Mahy, former 
minister of marine, who declares France 
has been duped by surrendering her rights 
Gibraltar. 

He asserts tiat the neutFallty ‘of tne 
straits of Gibraltar is a sham, while 
Great Britain continues her fortifications 
at Gibraltar.

HOW PROBATION WORKS 
IN CHILDREN’S COURTS 


CHARLES W. HEUISLER, Justice J 


(Reprinted from Charities, Nov. 7, 1903.) 


EHOATLING the story, let us place 
R ourselves in the London streets 
with Nicholas Nickelby. He is 
thinking of the impending marriage of 
Madeline Bray and the miser, Arthur 
Gripe. All the details of the odioug woo- 
ing pass in review before him; the heart- 
less mercenary sacrifice of youth and 
beauty to the palsied age of Gripe that 
the selfish Mther might live out a few 
remaining years in peace and comfort, 
provokes him into vain, but manly pro- 
test; and pacing the deserted streets he 
thinks, “how youth and beauty died, and 
ugly griping age lived tottering on—how 
crafty avarice grew rich, and manly, 
honest hearts were poor and sad—how 
few there were who tenanted the stately 
houses, and how many of those who lay 
in noisome pens and rose each day, or 
laid them down each night, and lived and 
died, without a home to shelter them or 
the energies of one single man directed 
to their aid . how ignorance was 
punished and never taught, how jail doors 
gaped and gallows loomed for thousands, 
urged toward them by cincumstances 
darkly curtaining their very cradles’ 
heads, and, but for which they might 
Rave earned their honest bread and lived 
in peace, how many died in soul and had 
no chance in life, how much injustice, 
misery, and wrong there was; and how 
the world rolled on from year to year, 
alike careless, and indifferent, and no 
man seeking to remedy or redress it.’’ 

O, wondrous seer of the human heart, 
hoW true thy plaint! True in the fiction 
time of Nicholas, true, in part at least, 
in the living, breathing present. The in- 
telligent charity of the land 1s at work, 
however, upon the evil. Ignorance must 
be taught and not punished; crime must 
be prevented and not repressed; homes 
must be recreated and not neglected— 
and from these necessities and for their 
solution, there has come into practical 
life in many states of our country the 
‘court for the children’’—and with each 
new court there was filed the first prac- 
tical protest by the states against the bad 
homes of their citizens under sixteen 
years of age. The atatute law was set 
upon the books in many a strangely 
molded shape, and local needs were met 
in various provisions adapted for the re- 
quirements of the official heads of the 
tribunals, but in all the laws there rang 
out true and clear, the one provision— 
typifying the genius and the inspiration 
of the work—that there should be ap- 
pointed for the use of these courts the 
cooperative aid of probation officers. 
Clearness and adaptability in the organig 
law is most desirable; proper appliances 
are needed as an adjunct in the practices 
working of the law, but the probation sys- 
tem is not only desirable, and is not only 
needed as an adjunct, but it is absolute- 
ly impossible to do the work without it, 
and without it the laws had better be re. 
pealed. 

The work of the children’s courts must 
be done in the children’s homes. No tem- 
porary veneer put upon the child by the 
most symypathetic judge, by reason of 
either counsel, suggestion, or threat, can 
be availing, if after the process the sub- 
ject is sent back alone, and again into 


‘the same experiences because of which his 


trouble was occasioned. The work. must 
be carried into the homes and the heart of 
the boy and of his people. Not the offense 
alone must pass upon the observation of 
the court, but the temptation, the lack of 
opportunity, the bad examples, all the in- 
ducing causes of the offense must be dis- 
covered, and when discovered rooted out. 
The youth must be ruled with kindness 
and suggestion; be made to understand 
the meaning of home and law and neces- 
sary discipline. He should be told that be 
he but a child today, he is the man of the 
coming morrow. His quickening intelli- 
gence, his hopes, his ambitions must be 
appealed to, and his response ig almost 
certain, 

The voice of pity and compassion must 
reach him in his home, and reach his pa- 
rents also in his home. Down to the very 
depths of ithat home must it go—the pro- 
bation system must recognize that in the 
mora] as in the material world the rain

flowers. Recall] the interview of Rose 
Maylie and Nancy Sikes. ‘‘Oh,” said the 
earnest girl folding her hands as the tears 
coursed down her face, “do not turn a 
deaf ear to the entreaties of one of your 
own sex; the first, the first I do believe 
who ever appealed to yOu in the voice of 
pity an@ compassion. Do hear my words 
and let me gave you yet for better 
things.’’ ‘‘Lady,’’ cried the girl sinking 
on her knees, “dear, sweet, angel lady, 
you are the first that ever blessed me 
with such words as these and if I had 
heard them years ago, they might have 
turned me from a life of sin and sorrow; 
but it is too laite—it is too late.’’ And 
then this girl—this outcast of the streets, 
with “no certain roof but the coffin lid 
and no friend in sickness or death but 
the hospital nurse’’—went out into the 
gloom and degradation of Spitalfield to 
her horrible death at the hands of the 
brutal housebreaker. 

There is a double appeal] to us all] in 
the creation and the maintenance of the 
children’s courts. They call for the dis- 
play of all the boundless wealth of our 
aggregated and personal charity—and 
they appeal to the economic side of our 
financial mature. It is easier and cheaper 
to prevent crime than to punish it. Spa- 
cious and commodious reformatories and 
penal] institutions should not be the sub- 
ject of civic pride. It may never be pos- 
sible to do without them—it is entirely 
possible to diminish the number of their 
inmates. The constructive work that 
reared them to the skies and made them 
architectural ornaments can be super- 
seded by the constructive work of chil- 
dren’s courts which wil] build up and 
fashion the weak and erring and usually 
neglected child into a well-developed, 
moral, Christlan man. The work de- 
mands the earnest and sympathetic co- 
operation of all the people. 

‘“T have a duty to discharge which I 
owe to society—and ft shall be discharged 
at any cost,” cries the hypocritical Peck- 
sniff when he discharges poor Tom Pinch 
because Tom has learned and admitted 
how false and crafty, mean and cruel, 
Pecksniff is. “Oh,” late-remembered, 
much-forgotten, mouthing-braggart duty, 
always owéd and seldom paid in any other 
coin than punishment and wrath, when 
will mankind begin ito know thee! When 
wil] men acknowledge thee in thy neg- 
lected cradle, and thy stunted youth, and 
not begin their recognition in thy sinful 
manhood and thy desolaté old age. Oh, 
ermined judge whose duty to society now 
is to doom the ragged criminal to punish- 
ment and deaith, hadst thou never, man, 
a duty to discharge in barring up the 
hundred open gates that wooed him to the 
felon’s dock—and throwing but ajar the 
portals to a decent life?”

RUSSIAN CENSOR NEEDED. 


(From The Daily Graphic.) 

It is to be hoped, for the sake of the 
Russians themselves, that when the real 
fighting in this Far Eastern war takes 
place, their generals will manage the 
operations with more tact and judgment 
than they employ in wielding the pen. 
A more extraordinary set of public doc- 
uments was never issued by a sober 
and self-respecting nation than those 
published by high Russian authorities 
since the outbreak of the war. There 
was, in the first place, the amazing proc- 
lamation in which public confession was 
made of the fool's paradise in which 
the St. Petersburg foreign office had 
lived through in negotiations with Ja- 
pan, and of the total unpreparedness of 
the war office and admirality to cope 
with a crisis which all the world outside 
Russian had clearly foreseen. Then, af- 
ter a sputter of minor hysterical) com- 
positions, came the proclamation of Ad- 
miral Alexieff to the Chinese of Man- 
churia—a document which, for trans- 
pontine truculence and muddle-headed 
incoherence, has few parallels in the of- 
ficial literature of war. Now General 
Stoessel, the commander-in-chief of the 
garrison of Port Arthur, has been 
caught by this humilating literary fever. 
The order of the day he has just ad- 
dressed to the troops under his com- 
mand would not be justified if he were 
face to face with a very serious disas- 
ter. At the present moment, when the 
enemy is still far off, and all his com- 
munications are intact, it is absolutely 
indefensible. To implore troops not to 
surrender when even the initial attack 
has not been delivered; and to call 
upon them to fight to the death when 
there is nothing to prove that they may 
not live to enjoy victory, suggests either 
that the troops themselves cannot be 
relied upon, or that the whole of Port 
Arthur, from the general downward, is 
in a state of panic. It Is, of course, not 
at all improbable that there is a good 
deal of panic in the town and its vicin- 
{ty, but surely the first duty of an of fi- 
cer in the position of General Stoessel 
is to endeavor, to restore tran- 
quility and _ confidence. His order 
of the day can have no other 
effect than to make both the army and 
the people imagine that all is lost. It 
is a pity that the censorship which is 
applied so rigorously to the modest and 
irresponsible newspaper correspondent 
cannot be extended to the people in 
high places in St. Petersburg and at the 
seat of war, whose hysteria and gau- 
cherie are making Russia ridiculous, 
while they are doing no little materia) 
injury to her military prospects. The 
Japanese, it must be confessed, have 
preserved a much more dignified de- 
meanor. They have realized that in 
war it is their business to fight, and not 
to talk, or even to write. This concen- 
tration of their faculties on the serious 
buginess they have in hand is, under 
the ‘present circumstances, worth a very 
great deal to them.

‘‘Ask a man to pick out some number 
between one and ten and you can tell] him 
nine times out of ten what number he has 
selected, though his selection is made 
mentally,” said a man who is fond of the 
odd things, ‘“‘and when you come to think 
of it the task of naming the correct num- 
ber is not a difficult one. In the course 
of an hour the other day I asked ten men 
to tthink of a certain number—any num- 
ber between one and ten—and I wouid 
tell them what number they had fixed 
their mind on. In nine cases out of ten [ 
was correct, missing it only once. The 
minds of nine of the persons selected the 
number seven and one of them selected 
nine, It is not difficult to understand 
why the mind should run to the number 
seven. It is the most natural thing ‘~ 
the world for the mind to select seven, 
Even in the case of the man who fixed 
his mind on the number nine, he told me 
when it was all over that his mind had 
first run to seven, but he quickly changed 
to nine without knowing just why it was 
that he changed. Seven is the most 
prominent figure between one and ten, 
It is the most popular number in the line 
and is associated with more things ‘than 
any other number and it is quite reason- 
able that the mind should light on seven. 
I made anbéther test the other day with 
five persons, asking each of them to 
write some number between one and ten 
and give it to the sixth person. When the 
slips had been handed to the sixth man, 
I said, ‘‘Seven is the number on each of 
the slips.’ 

‘* *Correct,’ said the man to whom they 
had been handed, and the five men were 
a bit bewildered for the moment by the 
fact that they had all] hit upon the same 
number and thhkt I was able to tell what 
the number was. It would be quite as 
easy to name a number between ten and 
twenty, though I. have made no tests 
along this line. I “dare say that thirteen 
would be the first number to flash in the 
mind, simply because it is the most 
talked-of and ‘the only number between 
ter and twenty that has the widest as 
sociation. ‘So you can tell there is no 
trick about it and it doesn’t require any 
knowledge of the occult philosophies.” 
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Contraband of War. 
(From The Speaker.) 

The Russian regulations concerning con- 
traband will certainly lead to protests 
from our government and probably from 
that of the United States. For the Rus- 
sian government has. declared coal, 
naptha, alcohol and ail similar substances 
to be contraband, as well as “all objects 
intended for war by sea or land, includ- 
ing rice, provisions, etc.”’ 

Jurists make a distinction 
things essentially contraband, such as 
munitions of war, and things ancipitis 
usus which may or may not be contra- 
band, according to circumstances. . The 
claim of the English government in 1793 
to confiscate provisions going to France 
has long been regarded as barbarous and 
untenable. When France claimed the 
right to confiscate rice to China in 1885 
Lord Granville remonstrated promptly 
and strongly. At the beginning of the 
South African war he detained some car- 
goes consigned to Lorenzo Marques, and 
for some time there was an uncomfortable 
impression that we intended to attempt 
to enforce a claim we had resisted in 
1885. It is scarcely necessary to point 
out that no country stands te lose so 
certainly as do these islands by the recog- 
nition of food as contraband. Coal which 
is designed ‘for the use of the fleet may 
clearly be regarded as contraband; but 
Russia can scarcely stop all our trade 
and all American trade with the civilian 
industries of Japan. We are interested, 
of course, as a country exporting both 
rice and coal to Japan, and it is likely 
that both our government and the United 
States will ask Russia to modify these 
regulations, or, in the case of exports 
ear-marked for the use of the enemy’s 
fleets, armies or fortresses, to confine her- 
self to an exercise of the right of pre-

Emory College, Oxford, Ga, April 9.— 
(Special.)—-Bvery preparation has been 
made by Professor Frank Clyde Brown, 
physical director of the college, and Man- 
ager Cherles Richardson, who have in 
charge the training of all candidates for 
the track team, for holding the big inter- 
class field’ day contest next Monday 
afternoon on the college campus track. 
This interclass event is a distinct innova- 
tion in track athietics at Bmory and was 
arranged by Professor Frank Brown for 
the purpose of arousing enough clase 
rivalry to induce some incipient athletes 
to come out as candidates for the varsity 
team who had never taken an active in- 
terest in track athletics and thereby very 
materially strengthen Emory’s chances of 
winning the triple meet with the Univer- 
sity of Georgia and Tech which will be 
held in Atlanta May 6. 

Emory’s excellent chance of coming out 
victorious in the big three-cornered meet 
to be held in Atlanta is more readily per- 
ceived by a comparison of the records 
made last spring in the dual meet with 
Georgia, with the daily practice records 
that are being made by the candidates for 
the various events. It is believed that 
Hentz will win the mile run for Emory 
over any Other candidate that can be 
pitted against him.

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Rapid Type-Printing Telegraph. 
(From United States Consul General 
~~ Guenther, Frankfort, Germany.) 

The International Economist, of Ber- 
lin, of Decémber 9, contained a report 
of a lecture by Mr. William von Sie- 
mens before the Etectrical Society with 
reference to a new rapid type-printing tel- 
egraph, which has been constructed by 
Siemens & Halske. 

The apparatus belongs to the species of 
Su-called automatic telegraphs, where the 
telegram is prepared in such a Manner 
that, with an apparatus similar to a 
typewriter, holes are punched in a con- 
tinuous paper tape for every letter to be 
telegraphed. This paper tape then runs 
through the rotating telegraph instru- 
ment and automatically sends_correspond- 
ing currents over the wire. 

As this Siemens & Halske apparatus 
sends the large number of 2,000 let- 
ters per minute over the wire, while a 
single operator, even with the best aux- 
jliaries, cannot send more than 200 or 
300 letters in the same time, it is possible 
in this way to send ‘telegrams from quite 
a number of operators over one wire. 
For every letter the apparatus punches 
two holes in the tape and directly over 
them the letter is printed in ordinary 
type, so that the perforated tape con- 
tains a perfectly legible telegram. It is 
possible to have the perforation done by 
the public and the tape sent to the tcle- 
graph office. 

From the receiving apparatus the tape 
comes, with the Same speed, ready to be 
pasted upon the telegram blanks and also 
contains the telegram in common type. 

In order to make it possible to print 
2,000 letters per minute without the use 
of sensitive mechanical apparatus the 
electric spark is used 

A disk in which the separate letters 
ére stenciled rotates with 2,000 revolu- 
tions pér minute between a spark cur- 
rent and a moving tape of prepared pho- 
tographic paper. Every time a spark 
passes over, a photographic picture of a 
letter which happens to be in front of 
the spark currentis thrown upon the tape. 
It is to be noticed that. the spark must 
occur with an exactness of the forty- 
thousandth part of a second in order 
to make the proper letter appear in its 
proper place.

Electric Inventions and Experiments. 
From United States Consul General 
Hughes, Coburg,. Germany.) 
Railway Eng!ne—Experiments have re- 
cently been conducted on the I-meter- 
gauge line connecting 8t. George de 
Commiers and La Mure, in the depart- 
ment of Isere, with a 800-hO0Orsepower 
electric engine, using a continuous cur- 
rent of 2.400 volts. This engine, con- 
Structed by the Geneva works, weighs 
fifty tons, is 12 1-2 meters (4.1 feet) 
long, and admits a speed of 22 1-2 Kilo- 
meters (14.6 miles) per hour, with a 
load of 110 tons, over the stretch of line 
rising On am average 0.0275 meter per 
meter (1.08 inches per 39.37 Inches) and 
with curves of 100 meters (328 feet) 
in radius. The electric power required is 
supplied by the hydro-electric plant op- 
erated by the Drac torrent. The line 1s 
worked on the three-wire overhead sys- 
tem, the current being delivered by means 

of a top-head trolley. 

Suppression of Synchronizing—A meth- 
od of reducing or entirely suppressing 
the synchronizing or equalizing currents 
which flow between single or multiphase 
alternators is described in a patent re- 
cently secured by a Bohemian inventor. 
In the arrangement employed for secur- 
ing these ends, the alternators are con- 
nected to the primary windings of a pair 
of transformers placed between the alter- 
nators, and of which the secondary wind- 
ings are connected together.

Another New Metal. 
United States Consul General Guenther,

recently appeared in the Frankfort News: 

A new metal whieh fs similar to alum- 
inum, but of still lesser weight, has been 
discovered by the French engineer Albert 
Nodon, and called “‘nodium,” after him. 
It is manufactured by an electric pro- 
cess. In cOlor, luster and structure it is 
almost exactly like steel. Its specific 
weight when molten is only 2.4. Its re- 
sistance against breaking is given as 
about 20 pounds per square ec? v.c4 inch. 
Its constancy in the air is higher than 
that of aluminum. Its ductility is between 
6 to 8 inches; the malleability can be 
compared to that of brdénze. It melts at 
about 600 degrees. It is suitable for be- 
ing cast into forms. The conductibility 
for the electric current is as high as 
that of copper of @qual weight. If nat- 
ural Power, especially water power, can 
be used for its manufacture, the cost in 
round figures is about 15 cents per 
pound. The inventor expects numerous 
uses Of nodium in the near future, es- 
pecially for electric wires and 


torpedo boats, 
mijitary outfits, air ships, etc., and for 
castings in place of bronze, German sil- 
ver, and similar Wietals. Nothing definite 
has yet been communicated ag to the 
chemical composition of nod@ium, nor as 
to the mode of its manufacture. 


Carbureted Air Light. 
(From United ’States Consul Fleming, 
Edinburg, Scotland.) 

‘Dr. Hugh Marshall, fellow of the Roy- 
al Society of Edinburgh, lecturer on 
chemistry in the University of Edin- 
burgh, has invented another method of 
using carbureted air for lighting. It is 
an improvement upon the form. of lamp 
devised by M. Naum Notkin, of Moscow, 
in which carbureted air was obtained by 
employing paper pulp saturated with gas- 
Oline tO produce the vapor required. In 
this Notkin ‘“‘gravity’’ lamp the carbu- 
reted air, being denser than air itself, 
flowed from a higher to a lower level, 
instead of ascending like coal gas, and 
could th®refore be poured from one ves- 
sel to another, llke a liquid.

one direction or the other. The new meth. 
Od of using carbureted air has been ap- 
plied by Dr. Marshall to various types 
of lamps—table and portable, hanging, 
basket and also in lantern form for out- 
door lighting. These show a brilliant in- 
candescént light, without any liquid or 
wicks being used, and are free from’ sme!l 
‘or smoke. Dr. Mars®all claims also thaf 
carbureted air can be supplied all over 
a house without danger or complicated 
processes, and that the gas can be ap- 
plied to other purposes than lighting, such 
as for heating and motive power. 


A New Way to Fight Mosquitoes. 
(From Good Health. 

It has come to be universally known 
that the mosquito ‘s the chief source 
of malarial infection. Certain Species 
of mosquito constantly carry with them 
in their bodies the malarial parasites, 
and Jin inflicting their bite they inject 
romé¢ of these parasites into the blood, 
The } parasites multiply, producing poi- 
sonous matters, and at the Same jime 
destroying multitudes of the red blood 
cells. It is this way that the well Known 
symptOms of malarial infection are in- 
duced by them. Dr. Schoo has observed 
that when mosquitoes have access to acid 
fruits their bite becomes less poisonous, 
or wholly innocuous, And _ Professor 
Celli has observed that in portions of 
Italy where tomatoes are largely cultiva- 
ted the people are practically free from 
malarial infection, although the region 
is naturally very malarious. The juices 
of the plant constitute the natural food 
of the mosquito. It would seem, then, 
that the wide cultivation of acid fruits, 
such as tomatoes, strawberries and other 
succulent fruits may be made an impor- 
tant factor in ridding the world of this 
very troublesome pest. How the use of 
acid fruits destroys the virulence of the 
Mosquito bite has not yet been deter- 
mined.

‘But thie is a very pessimistic view of 
the case. It ig also a very superficial 
and summary ,way of ‘deciding a question 
which is becoming more and more vital 
to. the interests of both sections of our 
eounjry. 

In the present advanced stage of civil 
engineering it is not quite safe to draw 
a hard and fast line between the possible 
and impossible. The possible is usuaily 
but a question of money; and money for 
Such’ purposes -is always obtainable if 
there is a reasonable prospect of returns. 
Experiment has shown that beneath the 
earth’s surface, even in the most arid 
régions, there is an aburdance of fresh. 
life-giving water: it is only a matter of 
depth; and there is no valid reason for 
the assumption that the American des- 
ert is an isolated exception. Nor does 
its parched and lifeless soil differ ma- 
terially from that of other arid regions 
which have been awakened to life by ju- 
dicious irrigation. 

History testifies that the glories. of an- 
tiquity sprang from the heart of the des- 
ert. Egypt, Asia Minor, Syria, Pales- 
tine, Persia, Arabia, northern India—all 
were arid countries. So also were the 
chosen homes of the anclent Incas, the 
Toltecs and the Aztecs. In many parts 
of New Mexico and Arizona there are to- 
day silent Witnessés that have survived 
the -eenturiés which testify “to the en- 
gineering skill and perfect social organi- 
gation of a now extinct race. Traces of 
their great irrigation canals are plainly 
visihle; and in sdéme places they are sub- 
stantial. enough to serve present uses in 
conjunction with modern appliances. 

Treatment of Arid Lands. 

It is no longer a theory but an axiom 
of science, verified by a successful ex- 
periment, that arid lands, when properly 
irrigated, are more productive than hu- 
mid lands. The reason is obvious and 
€asily understood. Geologists and agri- 
cultural chemists tel] us that soils are 
fyurmed from rocks by physical and chem- 
ical agencies, which include both their 
pulverization and chemical decomposi- 
tion by atmospheric action. Farmers 
who “fallow” thetr lands, understand 
this without knowing the reason which 
underlies it. The chemica] action con- 
tinues in the soil long after decomposi- 
tion takes place;'and‘this results in new 
compounds out of the minerals originally 
composing the rock. Some of these 
cOmpounds, ‘such as golites and clay, are 
insoluble in water and remain as a re- 
serve food for plant life.. But other and 
more important elements gontaining 
compounds of the alkalies—potash ‘and 
soda—are easily soluble in water: ana 
where thesrainfall is-abundant, are car- 
ried into the drainage and thence through 
creeks and rivers into the dcean. The 
soil thue loses much of its plant food, 
Such as potash, lime, magnesia and the 
sulphuric and phosphate acids; whereas, 
in arid districts, these soluble compounds 
accumulate in the soll, and only await

Southern California’s Awakening. 


+ 


Within the memory of the present gen- 
eration the greater part of southern Cal- 
ifornia was an arid waste. Its goil seemed 
dead and worthless. Today it is the gar- 
den spot of the Pacific slope, famous the 
world over, made so by judicious systems 
of irrigation. 

To fully understand how this has come 
about. let us take as an illustration the 
prosperous colony of Anaheim. It was 
projected by an assocjation of Germans 
in San Francisco. They were all men in 
humble circumstances—mechanics, small 
tradesmen, and day Jaborers. But each 
was the owner of a small amount of sav- 
ings, and all were moved by a laudable 
ambition to better their condition. It was 
proposed that their savings should be in- 
vested as a common fund and used for 
the purchase and improvement of a large 
tract of arid land capable of being made 
productive by irrigation. 

For this purpose, a cooperative colony 
association was formed, the members of 
which were to pay $100 down, and agree 
to make further contributions in small 
monthly installments. A committee was 
appointed and sent out to select a suit- 
able location and contract for its pur- 
chase, The committee selected and pur- 
chased an arid waste on the. outskirts 
of the Majova desert, but within easy 
reach of the Santa Anna river, one of the 
few streams in this arid region that had 
never been known to “run dry.” 

Colony Town Laid Off. 

A part of the proposed colony was then 
detailed with a competent engineer to 
Survey and build an irrigation canal di- 
vide the land into twenty-acre lots, lay 
out a central village, build neat but in- 
expensive cottages and plant the whole 
tract in orchards,vineyards and vegetable 
gardens. In the meantime the main body 
of the colonists remained in San Fran- 
clsco earning money with which to sus- 
tain the work on the proposed new, set- 
tlement. 

When the colony had been thus fully 
prepared for occupancy the settlers came 
with their families, The. little farms 
and village houses were assigned to indi- 
viduals by drawing lots, but in order to 
make the distribution equitable, those 
who drew the choicest property were re- 
quired to pay a premium which was di- 
vided among those to whom the poorer 
and less desirable places had fallen. Most 
of the colonists devoted-themselves ex- 
clusively to agriculture, and horticulture, 
but a sufficient number opened small 
shops and worked at their trades te meet 
the needs of the community. 

The colony was a success from the 
start, By a system of ‘‘intensive farming”’ 
and judicious irrigation, the members 
of the association soon became not only 
financially independent, but comfortably 
well off. Some of them became wealthy. 
But the rea] significance of the enterprise 
Was the impulse which it gave to a 
new form of development of the arid 
regions on the Pacific slope. 

Other enterprises of a similar character 
soon followed, the most notable of which 
was the projection of the so-called ‘‘Riv- 
erside’” colony, now so famous the world 
over for its fine oranges and vegetable 
products. 

As late as 1870 this region, now the 
most fertile in southern California, was 
an arid waste. The lands were supposed 
‘to be of little or no value, even for goat 
pastures. A company of ‘far off’’ east 
Tennesseeans, with Judge North, of 
Knoxville, at their head, bought up these 
lands at two dollars per acre. The pur- 
chasers had two well defined ideas in their 
heads—irrigation and oranges. The old 
Mexican Hacendado, who had been us- 


| ing them for goat pastures, thought “the 
irrigation thoroughly impracticable by 
reason of the great expense, and as to 
Oranges, nobody had ever dreamed such 
“poor land’’ would ever grow an orange 
tree. 

A little river rising far up on the Sierra 
| Madre mountains, and drawing {te volume 
from a multitude of smaller streams, 
flowed in a gouthwesterly direction some 
75 or 80 miles before reaching. the ocean. 
It had never been known to “run dry.” 
But it was distant from these ‘‘goat pas- 
tures’’ some 26 miles at the neafest point. 
Its waters were seized upon and skilfully 
diverted to thig arid district, but of course 
at considerable expense. The “goat pas- 
tures’’ at once sprang into life and blos- 
somed like a rose. Orange orchards were 
carefully laid out and planted, which in 
a very few vears made an enormous yield. 
In the course of time, as the démand for 
irrigation expanded, a higher and more 
expensive type of works: for the dis- 
tribution of water became necessary. 
But even before this the land’ had been 
sold to settierg at $25 and $30 an acre, 
and the purchasers at those prices had 
realized annua] profits from heir invest- 
ment ranging from to 100 per cent. A 
few years later, d ite the increased 
water tax, the same lands sold gs high 
as $300 and $6500 an acre: and today 
I am told there are none on the market 
at $1,000 an acre. 

Irrigation Indispensable. 

In arid climates, irrigation is some- 
thing more than an adjunct of agricul- 
ture. It is a social and economical] factor 
It not only makes it possible for a civi- 
Hization to rise and flourish in the midst 
of desert wastes, but it also shapes and 
colors that civilization after its own pecu- 
liar fashion. There can be no monopoly 
of land, no great baronial estates. The 
fron law of irrigation’ is ‘‘Small farms 
wel] tilled.’’ Canals must be built, wells 
must be sunk where surface water is un- 
available, and where artesian fountains 
cannot be reached, pumping machinery 
must be substituted. Al} this is expen- 
sive, and requires cooperation of labor 
or capital, or both combined. A large 
farm under such conditions is a mis- 
fortune: more generally, it is a calamity. 
Only small farms under intensive culti- 
vation pay, 

But the little irrigated farm of 10 and 
20 acres blesses its owner with industrial 
independence, and after all indust!rial in- 
dependence is the nearest approximation 
to human happiness. It may be defined 
as the ability to earn an honest living 
under conditions which admit of the least 
element of doubt, and with the least de- 
pendence upon others. The little irrigat- 
ed farm meets all these requirements. 
The irrigation cana] is an insurance poi- 
icy against loss of crops by drought, and 
the arid climate is a guarantee against 
loss by floods. 

Another consideration is worthy of note, 
A smal] farm unit makes it possible for 
tillers of the soil to have al] the sociai 
advantages of urban life. The farm vii- 
lage or home center is a well-establishel 
feature of life in all arid regions that 
have been reclaimed by scientific irriga- 
tion. Each five or six thousand acres so 
reclaimed and divided up into small 
804 will sustain a thrifty and beauti- 
fu] hamlet where the proprietors m&y live 
close together and enjoy .all the social 
and educational advantages that are at- 
tainable in our eastern towns and vil- 
lages. This has been demonstrated over 
and over again in Southern California, 
and in other arid regions of the west, 
where each farm village has its kin- 
dergartens, schools, public libraries, read- 
ing rooms and. churches. 

Within easy reach from the line of the 
Southern Pacific railway, anywhere be- 
| tween, the arid districts on the Texas 
frontier and the Pacific ocean, are desert 
plaing which still await the hand of man 
in order to spring into life ang become 
centers of civilization. It will be some 
decades yet before all these waste places 
will be sought out and reclaimed, g@ vast 
are the ereas. And yet, if we may judge 
from the events of the past thirty years, 
and from present indications, these places 
wil] be brought under subjection and be- 
come prosperous communities of small 
farmers before the middle of the present 
century. And a little later on, when our 
population shall have reached beyond the 
200,000,000 mark, ‘the great American de- 
sert itself will be reclaimed and made a 
second Syria far greater than that of 
antiquity, and in the midst of which will! 
arise a new Damascus greater than tie 
old,

THE WORLD FAMOUS “MIRACLE GROTTO” 
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Special Cable. 

ARIS, March 31!.—If the French 
p government, influenced by the anti- 

clerical party, carries out its in- 
tention of closing .the ‘miracle grotto” 
at Lourdes and prohibiting further pil- 
grimages to the famous Pyrenean village, 
on the part of sufferers who hope to be 
cured there’ by supernatural means, the 
results are likely to be striking. 

Lourdes, itself, probably will be ruined, 
to all intents and purposes, and the town 
now grown rich as the result of its 
world-wide fame, is likely to fall back 
into the obscurity that enveloped it be- 
fore the peasant girl, Bernadette, de- 
clared she beheld the Virgin in the grotto 
and was directed by Mary to bid Chris- 
tendom come to Lourdes and be healed. 
To shut up Lourdes, as they already. 
have shut up the Chartrouse and Bene- 
dictine monasteries, would be an over- 
whelming victory for the anti-clericals, 
for at the moment that this famous 
grotto shrine is closed, Roman Catholi- 
cism loses a stronghold of thirty years 
standing which many declare to be the 
main prop of the falth In France. But to 
the world generally such a fate for the 
“holy town’ probably would be most 
significant as bringing to an end an 4an- 
nual series of unusual spectacles among 
the most amazing to be witnessed On 
raat the present time, the number of 
afflicted folk who make pilgrimages to 
Lourdes in the hope of being cured mira- 
culously by immersion in its baths is 
hetween 200,000 and 300,000 a year. They 
include, of course, people from distant, 
countries, and a large number of yin

them, its baths and its miraculous spring. 
Here occur some of the most extraordi- 
nary and pathetic scenes fe be found 
in the world. Before the entrance to the 
grotto, as the accompanying photograph 
shows, are rows of benches, and these 
are. crowded with cripples, with the de- 
“formed and with folk in bandages, all 
‘praying to be cured. Some of those who 
ean move about prustrate themselves on 
the ground. All are in a perfect ecstacy 
of hope and faith. 


How Pilgrimages Started. 

Just here it was that, in 1858, Berna 
dette, the peasant girl believed that the 
‘Virgin Mary apppeared to her. 
The girl, who was. only 14, and 
the daughter of amiller, Was pass- 
ing by the mouth of the grotto, 
with its nearby spring, one summers 
© afternoon, when she declared she beheld 
‘the Virgin, robed in white, with a gir- 
dle of blue, and feet bare of any cov- 
ering, who blessed her and bade her come 
again. Eight times, according to the 
girl's story, she came, when finally the 
Virgin begged her to ask the priests to 
build a church near the spot, where 
the sick of all the world might drink 
and be bathed in the waters. Of course 
Bernadette’s fate is well Known. At 
first shunned and reviled, then almost 
worshipped she finally was practically 
forced into a nunnery, where she died 
when slightly over 30. The story encir- 
cled the world, and immediately thou- 
sands of sufferers were eager to start 
for Lourdes. The first pilgrimage to the 
shrine took place at the end of 1872, un- 
der a special blessing from the pope, and 
was sv successful that during the fol- 
lowing year 250,000 persons journeyed to 
the Pyrenean village. 

The baths at Lourdes, which are sup- 
posed to perform the miracles, furnish 
periaps the saddest sight of aii. in the 
little\marble rooms, three for men and six 
for the women, a staff of attendants rap- 
idly undress the faithful, and souse them 
into the icy water which flows into the 
large tubs directly from the spring above. 
As the water is changed only twice daily 
it is arything but pleasant to the sight 
or smell, but although consumptives, per- 
-g@ons with scrofulous diseases and suf- 
ferers with almrost everything else, fol- 
_ low each other rapidly the nurses claim 


never to have known of a patient tak- 
ing away from Lourdes a disease he did 
not bring there. 

Three minutes is allowed each bather. 
so while stil] dripping wet he Is hastily 
wrapped in his clothes and passed along 
to make room for the next applicant, 
Since prayer during the bath is consider- 
ed most esSential, each < patient never 
ceases his supplications. Occasionally, 
some sufferer unaccustomed to the shock 
of cold water dies from the shock and 
excitement. 


Supplicants Very Grateful. 

The two churches near the grotto are 
filled with thousands of gifts left by 
grateful supplicants who have received 
benefit from the healing waters, the 
stacks of crutches seen in the picture of 
the grotto being only an overflow of the 
collection. All strangers to Lourdes seem 
to be struck by the same feature, i.e., 
the sincerity of the faith exhibited by 
the supplicants! Invalids who have made 
& score of pilgrimages to the spot come 
back with their belief stronger than ever 
and no matter how near to death any 
of the pilgrims may appear, none was 
ever heard to express anything but hope 
‘that the waters would heal him.’

With hundreds of others he was given 
a place On the line of march over which 
passes daily the processions of patients 
able to walk, led by priests bearing the 
holy images. <As the host passed him 
Gargan struggled to rise from his stretch- 
er and with the help of friends about him 
finally got upon his legs. Then, stimu- 
lated, no doubt, by the excitement to an 
extra effort, he managed to totter five 
Steps before falling back into the arms 
held out to catch him. That night the 
man slept, next morning he took solid 
food and in a few days walked as well 
as his nurses. It is said that 1,000 mir- 
acles of this sort happen in Lourdes 
every vear. 

Except a small part of the town called 
Old ‘Lourdes, everything looks as if —it 
might have been built over night. Bright 
buildings abound, clean pavements shim- 
mering in the sunlight, and electric light 
poles so new that instinctively one looks 
for signs of fresh “paint.” Al} this 
has come in about thirty vears and one 
who sees the prosperity and contentment 
in this little Pyrenees town today cannot 
help wondering how it will look thirty 
years after the source or their revenues 
has been cut off.

At the extreme left of the picture 
stands a man of higher social rank than 
those about him, and picked out easily 
from the others on account of the dark- 
colored he is wearing. It will be 
noticed that there are no children in the 
group. At a principal corner Hike this, 
their absence may seem strange until it 
is explained that, compared to Chinese 
villages and towns of equal size, Korean 
settlements have very few children. eAl- 
though few in numbers, in physical per- 
fection the Korean youngsters go far 
ahead of the Chinese, and whether it 
be a case of surviva! of the fittest or 
not, practica:ly every “child of the 
Morning Calm” is a splendid specimen of 
his race. 

Spies Are Numerous. 

Probably in the crowd there is one or 
mare of the ‘official listeners,”’ the spies 
employed by the government to mingle 
with the people and report to the king 
all that is said concerning his majesty. 
So thoroughly is the system .organized, 
that it is said no remark about the ruler 
ever fails to reach his ears,

Has Kept. World Waiting 
Thirty Years for Promised 
, Opera.

Rome, March 27.—For the last thirty 
years Arrigo Boito, the former fgiend of 
Verdi and composer of *‘Mephistopheles,”’ 
has kept all italy waiting for another 
opera. Though there is little or no pros- 
pect that the work ever will be finished, 
Boito has managed to-retain his ho'd on 
public confidence, im a way that can 
only be described. as extraordinary. 

The maestro’s “Mephistophe:es,”” which 
he wrote when @ young man, and which 
WAS such a success that his name be- 
came a household word in two conti- 
nents, came as a surprise, for he prev- 
jously nad done no work in the least 
noticeable.” Boito, however, promptly 
was announced as the man of the fu- 
ture, who would rival Verdi, and the 


friendship which existed between the two | 


musicians was much lauded. Time pass- 
ed and there was complete silence gn the 
part of Boito, so that his admirers be- 
gan to get restivé and make inquiries, 
and then it was said that he was at v@rk 
on a great opera called ‘‘Nero.”’” This, 
what we may safely cal: ‘fiction,’ as it 
has lasted over thirty years, has ‘been 
kept up ever since. The words “Boito” 
and ‘‘Nero” have, in fact, become in- 
separable. 

The story that he had abstained from 
bringing out the ‘‘Nero,” which was quite 
completed, so as not to embitter the last 
years of his friend and patron, Verdi, by 
outshining him, tided Boito over many 
years, giving him at the same time a 
halo of abnegation which was highly 
applauded, 

‘the great maestro died in !901, and at 
last Boito was free to show what the 
world had lost by his silence, The 
libretto of the ‘‘Nero’’ was issued with a 
great flourish of trumovets, and it was 
even said the singers had been se.iected, 
and every one was on the‘qui vive when 
it began to be whispered that the opera 
needed finishing touches, which, appar- 
ently, are still wanting. 

A Captious Genius. 

Although he is said to work ardently 
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SIGNOR ARRIGO BOITO, 
For Thirty Years He Has Kept All 
Italy Waiting for an Opera, Is 
Still Explaining Why It Isn't Fin- 
ished. 
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from 9 a. m. to 12 p. m,, the following 
anecdote will illustrate his methods: Not 
long before his death, Verdi urged Boito 
to complete his work, whereupon the 
other replied: “‘I try to compose, but who 
couid do so in the awful noise of Milan!’’ 
Genoa was proposed, but the noise there 
also was too distracting. Verdi then 
thought of the Villa Reggio, describing 
its beauties with such epthusiasm that 
the weary Boito declared it was just the 
spot to finish his ‘‘Nero.’’ He soon set- 
tled himself in what seemed the primeval 
forest, completely alone. However, in- 
spiration did not-“come, as the decora- 
tions of the walls of the house disturbed 
his artistic sense, and some tim® passed 
before they were made to his liking. 
Then he was to get to work, but he 
sudden discovered that the table was 
not fit to write upon; but that difficulty 
was overcome by the owner of the forest 
placing all the tables of his palaces at 
the maestro’s disposal to choose from. 
Public Still Waits. 

At last Verdi thought he would pay 
him a visit, and found him on the ter- 
race of the house lot in the stupendous 
view of sea, sky and woods. “'That is 
inspiration enough for the ‘Nero,.’”’ Verdi 
remarked. “Ah!” sighed the composer 
and poet, “it is grand, so grand that l 
cannot work for contemplation of it’”’ 
But with all this Boito, who has not 
composed a note worth anything for over 
thirty-three years, is the most admired 
maestro in Itaty. Schools, styles and 
tendencies change, but his ‘‘Mephisto- 
pheles’’’ is ever fresh and delightful, 
while no one makes fun’ of him but a 
few profane persons who would laugh at 
anything. After all, the man who can 
keep the public waiting for over thirty 
years, for the same constantly announced 
opera, and have that same public still 
believe jn him must be a prodigy!

The invention itself may be briefly de- 
Scribed as a mammoth merry-go-round 
with fiying machines attached that circle 
through the air at express speed in lieu 
of the tame, rainbow-coloted wooden 
Steeds that to the accompaniment of 
nerve-racking music now jog sedately 
round and round at country fairs and 
festivals.

Balloons, he 
maintained, are so large and bulky fof 
their weight that it will never be possibie 
to maneuver them with certainty In any 
kind of weather except a dead calm. 

“Any one who has studied the flight 
of birds,’ he adds, “cAnnot fail to have 
noticed that many of them do not ap- 
pear to exert as much energy in fying 
as a small animal does in running. ‘The 
motor car and the locomotive are able 
to run 3 miles while any land animal is 
able to run only one. Why, then, should 
we not be ab'lP to make @ flying machine 
that will outfly the swiftest bird?’ 


Suitable Motive Is Yet Needed. 

Sir Hiram believes that it can be done, 
and that he is the man who can do it. 
All that is needed, he argues, is a motor 
that shall combine the requisite power 
and lightness. In respect of these all: 
essential qualifications, the development 
of the motor car has wrought wondrous 
qualifications, and paved the way for 
the flying machine man to step in, ana, 
by still further increasing the power ana 
reducing the “weight of these motor en- 
gines, obtain a machine that, attached to 
aeroplanes, will solve the problem of 
aerial navigation. 

“Tt feel certain,’ concludes Sir Hiram 
“that the time has now arrived when it 
not on.y possible Dut practicable ta 
make a successful flying machine that 
cannot fail to be of enormous value to 
the eountry as a military engine. I have 
determined once more to take up the 
subject and continue my work until a 
successful flying machine is a ‘fait ac- 
compli.’ ”

A couple of 
yearr ago she decided to locate perma- 
nently in the Latin quarter of the Ger- 
man capital, down on Universitat strasee, 
which gets its name from its proximity 
to the University of Berlin in Unter den 
Linden. 
Royal Stable Utilized. 

In order that her studlo might have 
fhe inspiration of historical surround- 
ings, she sought out a corner of the old 
and deserted Koenigliche Marstall, or 
royal stdbles, an immense, spreading 
two-storied structure of yellow store and 
cement, covering an entire block on 
Unter den Linden and dating from tho 
time of Frederick the Great. She found 
the crumbling Duiiding used for barn 
and stroage purposes, and musty with the 
grime and dust Of second-hand com- 
merce. Although her immediate neigh- 
bors were a blacksmith shop and a beer 
saloon, she set about to convert about 
100 square feet inte the most artistic 
studio conceivable. The old arched walls; 
and ceiling lent themselves splendidly 
to the desired effects, and within a few 
weeks Mrs. Cadwallader-Gulid found 
herself amid surroundings typically suited 
to her work. 

She had just begun to feel herself at 
home—her studio was becoming the mecca 
of Berlin's most exclusive art gociety— 
when a messenger called and handed her 
an omnious looking official document, 
which proved to be an order to vacate, 
to make room for the new Prussian Roy- 
al library, which the government has de- 
cided to build on tke site of the old 
Marstall.

Preaching in Battel] chapel at Yale 
college on a recent Sunday, Bishop Pot- 
ter declared to the Yale students, ‘“When 
we are dying,we do not want Homer, 
Shakespeare, Browning or Pmerson read 
to us. As Walter Scott lay dying he 
called his son in law to him with the 
command: ‘Bring me the book.’ “What 
book, Sir Walter?’ asked his son in law. 
‘What- book?’ replied the novelist, ‘There 
is but one book.’’’ The Bishop expressed 
his fears, however, that the Bible is very 
little known by large classes of people, 
and told the following anecdotes: 

“T was stopping at a home in a Massachu- 
setts parish recently, where I was to 
preach the following day, when I unwit- 
tingly embarrassed my hostess by asking 
for a Bible. I found my own had been 
left behind. There was none in the house, 
and that was as Christian a home as any 
in this city. 

“A group of young men dining recently 
were talking over one of Kipling’s latest 
stories, when one of them said: The curse 
of Rewhen; what is it?’ Not one could an- 
swer, and the hostess after a diilgent 
search discovered a French Bible, the 
only: one in the house, and found the ref- 
erence. 

“In Washington recently a friend of 
mine was present at a.dinner party of 
young women, when one of the guests, 
referring to a dish that had been on the 
table the day before, remarked that it 
was like the ‘widow's cruse of oil.’ A 
look of questioning went the rounds. but 
no one dared ask for an explanation un- 
til the meal was over, when one of the 
young women summoned up the courage. 
Not one at the table had ever heard 
the Bible story.’’ These facts carry with 
them their own moral. 


A Penitent Prisoner. 

The first donation received from the 
Transvaal for the Centenary Fund of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society 
was the sum of about $3, given by a 
prisoner who had been in gaol at Johan- 
nesburg for his first offense. The man on 
being liberated, made his way to the 
Bible depot. The society’s agent managed 
te Gnd work for him, and at the end 
of the first week he returned with that 
balanee of $3. saved from his wages, as 
a gift to the society—a good onren for 
the future.

The Mormon Menace. 

ORMONISM has been thought to 
M be a dead issue. That was our 

opinion when we arranged for the 
series of articles now running in The 
Ram's Horn. We classed Mormonism 
with other spurious counterfeits of Chris- 
tianity like Spiritualism, Dowteism, Ed- 
dyism and dozens of older kindred heresies 
which have run a comparatively brief 
course and gone to the bone yard and 
junk heap and refuse pile where they 
slowly rot and rust away. Our estimate 
of Mormonism has not changed, but we 
mistook its present stage of decomposition. 
When a tree loses its tap root it stops 
growing, though ite lateral roots may 
keep its branches green. Its death, how- 
ever, cannot be long delayed. There has 
been no doubt that Mormonism’s tap- 
root Is polygamy. The mistake that al- 
most everybody at a distance, including 
ourselves, has made was in believing that 
polygamy is abolished. That belief has 
been dissipated by the testimony given 
before the senate committee in Wash- 
ington by President Smith of the Mor- 
mon church. He himself admits frankly 
and boldly that he has broken the law 
and is breaking the law at this moment 
by sustaining polygamous relations with 
at least five women. He is the father of 
forty-two children, half of whom have 
been born since the laws prohibiting 
polygamy were passed—Rams Horn. 
The Spurgeon Monument. 

It would be a fitting and a beautifuf 
thing for American Baptists generally to 
put their affection and debt to Mr. Spur- 
geon on record by making a contribution 
to the handsome marble statue which is 
to be erected to his memory in the recep- 
tion halt of the Baptist chureh house, 
London.

Death of Dr. Mallard. 

In the death of Dr. Mallard, the whole 
southern Presbyterian church has lost an 
able and profound student of the Bible 
and leader of Christian forces. The 
Southern Presbyterian said of him: 

Dr. Mallard was a prolific writer. Be- 
sides his journalistic work, he was a con- 
tributor of many essays and treatises to 
theological and homiletic magazines, and 
the author of several books, two of them 
being “Plantation Life Before Emancl- 
pation” and ‘“‘Montevideo—Maybank, ’ 
descriptive of scenes and incidents baged 
on plantation life in southeast Georgia 
in the period just preceding the civil 
war. 

A romantic period of his life oecurred 
toward the end of the civil war. The 
vicissitudes of war had disorganized al- 
most all conditions of life in the south, 
and Dr. Mallard found himself without a

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flock, the men having gone to the fields 
of battle, and the women and children 
being scattered here and there, and un- 
abie to come together for divine worship. 
Being without a charge, Dr. Mallard de- 
termined to enter the service of the con- 
federacy, but was taken prisoner at Wal- 
thourville, where he was temporarily 
stopping, and was sent & prisoner to a 
place of detention on the Ogeechee. After 
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the fall of Savannah he was carried into 
that city and confined In a ware house 
on Bay street. Subsequently he was re- 
leased on parole and finally exchanged 
through the influence of his brother in 
Law. 

Dr. Mallard was the last of the four 
great Presbyterian ministers who during 
the past forty or fifty years exerted an 
uncommoean influence in the councils of 
the chureh, the others being Rev. Drs. 
Henry M. Smith, Thomas R. Markham 
and Benjamin M. Palmer, giving their 
names in the order of their departure. 
It need not be said that their influence 
was always for good, and, when com- 
bined, was almost Irresistible, 


The Church and Y. M. C. A. 

“What would you suggest to churches 
in the way of utilizing better than is 
now the case the spiritual possibilities of 
the Y. M. C. A?” was the question put a 
few days ago by The Church Economist 
to Willis EB. Lougee, the financial 
tary of the international committee of the 
Y. M. C. A. Mr. Lougee replied in effect 
as follows: 

“One reason why the Y. M. C. A. 
made such progress is that its leaders 
understand and young men. The 
church has been t0o conservative in this 
respect. It should lean upon the strong 
arm of the young man. Let me illustrate: 
When Dr. Chapman‘came from Philade!- 
phia to the Fourth Presbyterian church 
from New York he found it in a sad 
Plight. At once he increased the session 
from six to fifteen, putting in nine young 
men, He also organized a deacon’s board 
Of twelve voung men. The effect was in- 
stantaneous. And a like policy would bear 
good fruit wherever tried.

Commentary on the International Sunday-School Lesson 


Second Quarter. Lesson III. 


Jesus Transfigured. 


Six days intervene between the confes- 
sion and the transfiguration, or including 
the day of the credo and the night of the 
glorification, “about eight days,’ as St. 
Luke says. The days are left blank in 
the gospels, but no doubt they were filled 
with teaching and preparation for the 
dread climax near at hand. The place 
was very wel] suited for the purpose. In 
this semi-heathen locality they were for 
once beyond intrusion of the pharisees 
and scribes. The terrible lesson could be 
taught without interruption. A whole 
week of divine affirmation of impending 
rejection, humillation, suffering, and 
death! A whole week of human shrink- 
ing, protestation, fear. The teacher must 
give the line upon line about the gain 
which is loss and the loss which is gain. 
There must be the sharp rebuke, “Get 
thee behind me, Satan!’’ All the tran- 
scendently important and weighty in- 
struction of the week is wrapped up in 
the luminous scene of the transfiguration. 
It was the “commencement” for this 
school of sorrow. The merciful kindness 
of it is apparent. 

The setting suited the gem. The daz- 
zliing whiteness of everlasting snow; the 
immovable might of rocky barricade; the 
solemn arch of night—a more appropriate 
environment for the most lovely and 
majestic of scenes cannot be imagined. 
Furity, power, solemnity were in the face 
of Nature, as she beheld her Maker's 
glorification. 

It was a week after Peter's confession 
of the Messiah's divinity and Jesus’ revel- 
ation of the suffering in store for Him— 
a week spent in the same locality, and 
crowded with converse about these mat- 
ters—that the Master went up at night 
into one of Nature’s oratories on some 
of Mount Hermon. He took with 


Him the three most advanced of His 


| disciples, the dominant spirits of the col- 


lege of aposties—the Rock-man and 
Sons of Thunder. 

Lifted toward heaven and above the 
possibility of intrusion, the four bowed in 
prayer. Then, as afterwards in Geth- 
semane, the Savior went apart for a 
season of personal communion with His 
father, and the apostles wrapped them- 
selves in their outer robes and fell asleep. 
Possibly, in that darkest hour just be- 
fore the dawn, they awakened with an 
apprehension of something pre- 
ternatural transpiring. They saw a sight 
of fadeless splendor. A third of a cen- 
tury afterwards Peter wrote of it as if 
it transpired the day before. 

The form of the servant in which Jesus 
had condescended to clothe Himself 
thirty-three years before was now dis- 
solving. The fullness of the Godhead was 
unveiled. He shore, not like Moses with 
a reflected light; like the sun, His radi- 
ance was self-derived. His seamless robe 
became a web and woof of electrical 
light, His countenance’ like snow on 
which the sun is shining, or like the sun 
itself in meridian. But language of earth 
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is bankrupt in effort to describe that 
scene, 

The etherealized body of Jesus rises, 
and two holy ones come from glory to 
meet Him in the air. The souls of the 
apostles, keyed up to the occasion, recog- 
nize the visitants as, the one, the man of 
Sinai, the other, the man of Carmel—the 
founder and the restorer of Israel. The 
subject of thefr conversation is the same 
as that which Jesus had had with His 
disciples at the base of that very moun- 
tain—the cup He was so soon to drink, 
the baptism He was to be baptized with, 
the exode He was soon to make. 

Peter, in the ecstasy of his joy, 
in upon the conversation of the im- 
mortals. The woody slopes, with theis 
wealth of cedar boughs, suggest the im- 
provising of hasty shelters, after the man. 
ner of the Tabernacle feast-time. He wil 
fain prolong this scene until all Israe) 
can be summoned to that mount, and 
behold Moses and Elijah, the law and the 
prophets, humbly paying court te the 
glorified Messiah. That will end all oppo- 
sition. The nation will no longer be faith- 
less or unbelieving. 

Ineffably glorious as the scene has been 
already, it has not yet reached its climax. 
That cloud-shaped splendor that appear- 
ed to patriarchs and prophets, and rest- 
e_ on the golden wings of the cherubim, 
appears once more in these latter days. 
Moses, Elijah, Christ, law, prophecy, 
atonement, are all wrapped in one. But 
the superiority of Christ and His atone- 
ment is witnessed by the voice of the 
Father. If the lawgiver and prophet have 
euch an exalted glory, what must be the 
divine majesty of the One In whose train 
they follow! He hath on His vesture a 
name written—King of kings and Lord of 
lords.

Lands Among Most fiat Productive in State---County Has Area of 79I Square Miles--Population Nearly 30,000 
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By E. L. Parker. 
HE remarkable business aciivity 
of Dublin, Dexter and Brewtcn, all 
of which are in Laurens county, is 
Suggestive of the substantial develop- 
ment taking place in this section of cen- 
tral Georgia, There are six banks in the 
county, with aggregate deposits of $580,- 
931, and mercantile houses with annual 
business of $300,000 each. The farmers 
produced 30,000 bales of cotton in 1903, 
besides raising enough corn, pork and 
sirup to supply themselves.

Another significant fact in this 
connection is that Troup has enjoyed 
years of development and agriculture: in 
Laurens is, compared with the former's 
experience in farming, in its infancy. It 
ig more than likely, with the advan- 
tages of the best soil and the energy 
and inclination to progress abreast of 
times, that at all subsequent state 
fairs Laurens county's showing will im- 
(press more than ever before in a tell- 
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ing way the importance of improved 
methods in farming and the advantages 
for business possessed by this ideal sec- 
tion, At the last state fair, held in 
Macon, October 16 to 23, Laurens won 
the distinction Yor the banner agricul- 
tural county. 

Business Advantages of Dublin. 

Added to thé advantages enjoyed by the 
business interest of Dublin on account 
of the great wealth of the farm. is the 
increasing number engaging in manufac- 
turing. Already there is considerable 
capital invested in manufacturing enter- 
prises in the county, among the most 
important industries in operation being 
the Dublin eptton mill, capital $100,000; 
furniture factory, variety works. an oil 
mill, with a capital of $75,000; brick fac- 
tory employing 100 men and a shingle 
mill. In a few weeks an extensive wag- 
on factory will be in Operation in Dub- 
lin and will employ about seventy-five 
skilled workmen. The capital to be em- 
ployed is $50,000. . 

In discussing the location of the wag- 
on factory in Dublin, the manager of 
the company said the #dvantages of the 
city for his business were found in 
the cheapness of labor and material and 
the greatly reduced price at which 
power could be furnished by the Dublin 
Light and Power Company over other 
clties where location was contemplated. 
He called espectal attention to the use 
factory would serve the farmers in 
enabling them to get the best make of 
vehicles at factory prices, and \-hinks 
the only reason factories of his kind 
have made failures In some cities of 
the south heretofore has been for ‘want 
of capital. 

Editor Hilton on Dublin. 


A. P. Hilton, one of the editors of The 
Dublin Courter-Dispatch, and chairman 
of the county democratic executive com- 
mittee, has probably a broader 
knowledge of the resources of his county 
and the advantages of Dublin than the 
average citizen.

every branch of trade for profitabie in- 
vestment, and the people of Dublin invite 
the cooperation of capitalists to join 
forces with them, to whom they pledge 
themselves to work for the common good 
of all corporations, and the pooling of 
interests will facilitate sales, cheapen 
freights, and insure success in 
way. 
» “One of the first points to be 
ered in the future development of a city 
is the class of its citizens and its moy.l 
and religious tone: Dublin can set an 
example for good citizenship not only to 
other citles and towns in Georgia, but 
to the majority of cities and towns in 
other states.

_ Unquestionably the people of all civil- 
ized counjries demand new fiction more 
than any other kind of literature. The 
reason of fiction’s popularity is not hard 
to, find. ft is the same as the reason of 
the popularity of meat. Both fiction and 
meat are wanted and widely because both ° 
are needed to keep up man’s strength. 

Now this may seem a strange doctrine 
to those in whom the old prejudice 
aaginst fiction as a new art form still 
survivea, ny of our grandfathers. and 
great-grandfathers believed that novels 
are aj waste of time at best, and often 
of a vyery vicious tendency, either be- 
cause of their stark immorality, or be- 
cause they tend to enervate the mind. 

What has kept the prejudice alive is 
that it is based in part upon truth. Many 
novels are, in fact, immoral; many more 
ate enervating. But the good ones are 
not, « 

To return to the meat simile there are 
different cuts of meat of varying quality 
and nourishment. And then there is ‘‘em- 
balmed Seef’ which became celebrated 
in the days of the Spanish-American war. 4 
Some novels are tender; some are tough; 
some, like dog méat, are not fit for hu- 
man consumption, and some are like the 
army ration “‘embalmed beef.’’ 

The practical good that a good novel 
does is that it strengthens the man or 
woman who reads it for the duties of 
every day life. Few of us can stand ser- 
mong more than once a week, of a Sun- 
day. The novel or short story may be 
read with pleasure any day. Although, if 
it be good work, the tale gives intellec- 
tual pleasure, it is in its effect nothing 
more than a week-day sermon. 

Let not this definition prejudice those 
who are not overfond of sermons. The 
writer who is an artist and who knows 
his business does not write a sermon, but 
a story. How ghen does the sermon effect 
come in? Just in this way: The sermon

of the story is mot preached by the au- 
teor who writes it, but by the reader 
who reads it There is exquisite pleas- 
ure, as well as excellent profit in this. 
While professional pulpit preachers may 
or may not enjoy their discourses from 
‘“firstly’to “lastly,” the layman un- 
doubtedly likes to preach to himself with 
all the material for a moving discourse 
set before him in the vivid lives of 
imaginary men and women, often closely 
drawn aftér real life, with all their heart 
secrets Jaid bare Our lay reader, man 
or woman—for there ig no sex barrier 
against the gentler sex in this private 
pulpit—delightedly picks a text and pro- 
ceeds, as the. story progresses, to ap- 
prove or disapprove of the characters’ 
thoughts, sayings and doings and the bits 
of philosophical optimism or cynical 
comment which the author throws in as 
a chorus. This approval or disapproval 
during reading and the after reflections 
constitute @ sermon that is thought out 
deeply, even if it be not put into words. 
And, best of all, a sermon of this sort 
reniains in the mind that conceives it. 
There is no flagging of interest in the 
pew that is the reader's arm chair. There 
is no going to sleep in this church, where 
the preacher is the congregation. 

Now, a really good book, as a really 
good sermon—and, although the forms be 
far different, the egsence of each, as has 
been attempted to be shown, is the 
same—is a help to men and women in do- 
ing their work and in fulfilling the duties 
of the office and the home. The will is 
sleeping conscience is 
awakened with a rap, hope is instilled in- 
to the heart and the great lesson is 
learned of the conquests that sooner or 
later come to courage and that charity 
of the mind and hand is the great secret 
of happiness. In a word, sermon and 
novel wpbuild character, and it is char- 
atter that does the world’s work.—Hous- 
ton Chronicle.
